As Amos Cummings Sees It, 

“The newspapers seem inclined to regard 
Roosevelt’s election certain,” said he, in 
discussing condition in New York, “‘but the 
democratic leaders do not look at it that 
way at all. Jist now, on the top of the 
return of the Rough, Riders, over whom 
much has, been made in the papers, he is, 
of course, very mudh in the public eye, and 
this may make him the strongest candidate 
whom the republHeang can name; but it 
doesn’t mean that his election js certain, 
by any means. There are many elements 
to be considered. It is doubtful, for in- 
stance, whether Platt will allow him to be 
elected even after he has been nominated. 
No matter what the has promised, he is an 
uncertain quantity and Platt does not like 
to deal with uncertain qualities. 

“But outside of the desires of the repub- 
lican managers there are many elements 
to be considered,”’ continued the congress- 
man. “First, the conditions are nomi- 
nally favorable to democracy thia year, 
The republican party has a great load to 
carry in the canal seandals which they 
cannot escape by simple turn down of 
Black. That cuts no figure whatever; the 
responsibility for the canal steals lies with 
the republican party, and the people pro- 
pose to run it there. As for Roosevelt 
himself, while popular with some elements, 
he is exceedingly unpopular with others. 
He has always been more of a 
mugwump ‘than anything else, and 
there are thousands among the _repub- 
liean workers who have no love for 
him. This feeling is intensified by his 
strong advocacy of the civil service sys- 
tem when so many of the workers of his 
party are kept out of the offices under the 
national administration by this very civil 
service of which he is a conspicuous advo- 
cate. But what is of more consequence, 
Roosevelt is not at all strong with the 
business and substantial elements in New 
York. His whole career has shown him an 
erratic fellow, and unsafe. Then as police 
commissioner he alienated a great many 
people; the sporting element, the Germans, 
and a host of practical, sensible people 
were antagonized by his actions as mem- 
ber of the police board, and: they have not 
forgotten it. But it is particularly true that 
the business elements have not that confi- 
dence in Roosevelt that would make them 
enthusiastic supporters for an office which 
requires business sense. Of course, in the 
final result a good deal depends upon whom 
the democ@ats Rominate, but with any good 
nomination they stand a good chance to 
win.” 

Other. Similar Estimates. 

As to the probable nominee af the Syra- 
cuse convention, Congressman Cummings 
did not venture a guess. He said that he 
had discussed a number of men with Mr. 
Croker, but it was very evident that leader 
had no choice, It. would be insisted upon 
that the nominee be a._man. who supported 
the national ticket in 1896, but the conven- 
tion would be left free to name him, There 
would be-no advance selection as is the 
case with the republicans.

New York, September 24.—(Special.)—Less 
tan a week away is the solution of all the 
doubts surrounding the course and candi- 
dates of the two great parties im this fall’a 
campaign. Tuesday at Saratoga the re- 
publicans will come out in the open with 
their man and their manifesto. A whole 
convention of accessories will ratify Platt’s 
decree of death for Governor Binck and a 
rough young man .of eastern origin and 
western ways wilk:eweep the convention 
like an Arkansas tornado. 

The next day, at Syracuse, the democrats 
will—assemble. It is hardly safe to say 
any more, That the state convention will 
meet that day is a matter of comnion 
knowledge, but what wil! happen ncbody is 
wise enough ‘to forecast. Somebody will 
emerge from the vast gathering of unterri- 
fied democrats. that is promised bearing 
the democratic flag, but who that man 
will be is one of those fascinating problems 
that are sometimes presented by great 
political situations. It was so at Chicago 
in 1896, when no one dreamed that a young 
westerner would bear ine honors away. 
The doubt here and now ig just as great 
and the sequence may be equally amazing. 

It would be difficult to over-emphasize 
the political import of the coming week. It 
clears the way for the snnost momentous 
campaign in years, It marks the severance 
of hitherto harmonious e‘ements and the 
rise of a new and jattractive factor in the 
larger realm of state politics:. The imagi- 
nation is thrilled by the possible results of 
such a fight. If Roosevelt, with his dash, 
his vigor and his independence, suggests all 
sorts of great possibilities, what may not 
the man who may wrest a governorship 
from his tigerish grasp Suggest? It is an 
easy flight to hustle Roosevelt on freim 
Albany to the white house. He has become 
mixed up with the child of destiny business 
in the way that Grover Cleveland did and 
the people expect. to see him leading a 
charge on McKinley next. But what of 
the white house for the man who may 
come out of Syracuse next Wednesday to 
defeat the Rough Rider? The man whe 
does that imperils the laurels that went 
to Lincoln, Neb., from Chicago two years 
agyu. Herein lies much of the significances 
of the great battle that # coming in New 
York state. The white house may be just 
ahead for the victor. 

Black Will Die Hard. 

Tragedy will mingle with triumph in the 
republican convention Tuesday. CUovernor 
Black wil be violently put to political 
death amd his bitter cries of defiance will 
ring out aboye the whoons and hurrahs of 
the Rough Riders as they hail the new 
risen. star. Black,,will die hard, He, dies 
resentfully and the. manner of his death 


assassination. If there is anything in par- 
ties except the power to bestow office; if 
thete is such a thing as party responsi- 
bility, party decency and partr gratitude, 
then there is but one logical cr.ndidate for 
the republican party this fai, and that 
man is Black. He has served but one 
term: he has made a record which stands 
for the sort of administration that the re- 
publican party gives; he is a fuir type of 
republicanism, yet he is shoved aside like 
a whimpering child and Roosevelt named.

Her- 
rick is on the supreme bench; Stanchfield 
is a lawyer, who once was in partnership 
with Hill. Herrick voted for Bryan. Stanch- 
did not. Herrick has a record with noth- 
ing in it which might rise up to his hurt in 
&@ campaign. Stanchfield is younger and 
possibly has more enemies. Stanchfield’s 
weakest point is the opposition he would 
create among the silver men, It is proba- 
bly true that the ideal candidate in New 
York is one who is known to be for gold, 
but there is danger vf provoking a third 
ticket if an extreme gold man is named. 
Danforth fancies that here is his strength; 
that while he yoted for Bryan and silver, 
he is known to be a gold man. 

Justice’ Barrett and Judge Gaynor are 
two probabilities. The latter ts especially 
strong, He yoted for Bryan, but he would 
not drive away from his support any of the 
gold men who are acquainted with his real 
convictions on the money question. Jus- 
tice Barrett is an able man and Croker 
is said.to favor him, but there is a spot in 
his record that would do lots of mischief. 
The impression all over the atate that he 
drew the infamous Elisworth anti-newspa- 
per law is prevalent, and that fact alone 
would rouse the newspapers to take up 
arms against him. He is known to be 
close to Croker. 

He would be a reckless man, however. 
who would venture a guess at this short 
distance from the opening of the conven- 
tion. If I were obliged to pick out the 
man whom I considered the most proba- 
ble winner, I should say Herrick, But the 
Situation is all mixed. There is not a man 
in the fleld with any following to speak 
of.

COURT OF ARBITRATION TO MEET 


British-Venezuelan Controversy To Be 
Settled in Paris. 
Washington, September 24.—The British- 
Venezuela court of arbitration, of which 
Chief Justice Fuller and Justice Brewer 
are aPbitrators in behalf of the republic, 
will hold a preliminary session in Paris 
in January, at which time Justice Brewer 
will go to Paris. Chief Justice Fuller is 
not likely to go to the first meeting, as the 
supreme court will be yery busy abqut that 
time and two members of the bench cannot 
be spared at the same time, but will ar- 

range for a postponement until May. _. 

The papers make one of the most vol- 
yuminous international controversies ever 
brought to arbitration. The British case 
and counter case fill eeven large volumes, 
one atlas and a number of detached maps, 
while the Venezuelan case filis six vo.umes 
and three atlases. Thus the court will 
have before it a record comprising seven- 
teen volumes, four atlases and snme ad- 
ditional maps. . 

With the record all made up it remains 
only for the counsel for the two parties to 
submit their briefs. The Venezuelan brief 
will be prepared by ex-President Harrison, 
ex-Secretary Tracy and Mr. Malet-Provost. 
The British brief will be presented by the 
foremost lawyers of England, fncluding Sir 
Richard Webster. The British arbitrators 
are headed by Baron Herschel. former 
lord chamecellor of England, and like Chief 
Justice ‘Fuller, the official head of the 
judiciary. Associated with him is Str 
Richard Penn Collins. The fifth arbitrator 
who occupies the attitude of an umpire, 
ja the noted Russian jurist and iniernation- 
al law writer, Maertens.

Commissioners To Investigate War 
Department Meet Mckinley, 


SESSION AN INFORMAL ONE 


Eight Member Convene at the White 
House with the President, 


THE = RINTH «ONE IS = ANNOUNCED 


Commission Organizes by Electing 
Major General Granville M. Dodge, 
of Iowa, as President, and 
Major Miles as Military 
Recorder. 


Washington, September 24.—The commis- 
sion to investigate the conduct of the war 
department during the recent conflict with 
Spain held its initial sitting in the office of 
President McKinley at the white ‘house tv- 
day. There were eight members present 
and it was announced that the services of 
Dr. Phineas S. Connor, of Cincinnati, were 
counted upon as the ninth man. The eight 
who were were present were: Major Gen- 
eral Geanville M. Dodge, of Iowa; Colonel 
J. A. Sexton, of Lllinols; Captain E. P. 
Howell, of Georgia; Major General J. M. 
Wilson, chief of engineers of the United 
States army: Hon. Charlies Denby, of In- 
diana, late minister to China; ex-Governor 
Urbana Woodbury, of Vermont; ex-Gover- 
nor James A. Beaver, of Pennsylvania, and 
Major General A. McD. McCook, of the 
army, retired. 

The commission spent an hour and a 
half with the president, and then proceeded 


to the room assigned it at the war depart- 
ment for the purpose of organizing and be- 


girning work. 

The proceedings with the president con- 
sisted in the main of a general exchange 
of views as/to the scope of the commission's 
investigations, in which the president par- 
ticipated quite fre€fy. The president had 
put his own views in writing and read 
them before proceeding to a verbal dis- 
cussion. In this statement he said that 
complaints had been directed especially at 
the surgeon general's, the quartermaster 
general's and the commissary general’s de- 
partments of the army, and he suggested 
that the conduct of these departments 
should receive especial consideration at the 
hands of the commission. He wished the 
commission to go to the bottom of the 
subject in all cases and proceed with its 
work without fear or favor. 

“If.” he said in the formal discussion 
‘that oecnrred, ‘“‘the commission should 
have difficulty in securing the attendance 
of witnesses or in obtaining access to pa- 
pers thought to be essential to the prosecu- 
tion of its labors, I hope the matter will 
be brought to my attention, when I will 
do all in my power to overcome the dif- 
ficulty. I want the commission to have a 
clear field, and I will do all that is possi- 
ble for me to do to see that it has.” 

The suggestion was also made to the 
commission that the first effort should be 
to secure general information in regard 
to the organization of the army and the 
time in which the work was performed. 
The president suggested the name of Ma- 
jor Miles, of the army, for the position of 
recorder of the commission. 

Secretary Alger’s request as made in the 
letter read by the president was for a 
complete inquiry into the conduct of the 
war, especially on the linea of the charges 
published in the newspapers. He said these 
charges had assumed such magnitucc that 
he did not feel satrsfied to have the de- 
partment rest under them, and that he 
desired an investigation by men eminent in 
military and civil life. 

Dr. Phineas 8S. Connor, of Cincinnati, an- 
nounced as the ninth member of the com- 
mission, was selectei because of his emi- 
neace as a physician. The president had 
boen anxious from the beginning to secure 
the services of a medical man, because 
the medical department of the army is 
much involved in the charges that have 
been made. 

After the close of the conference at the 
white house, the president expressed his 
satisfaction with the personnel of the com- 
mission, adding trat he believed their in-

Washington, September 24.—Notice 
has been taken of the expressed pur- 
pose of the Spanish captain general 
to remove from the island the remains 
of Christopher Columbus with part of 
the surmounting monument. 

If a monument is not a permanent 
fixture, then it is hard to decide what 
is and it is possible that attention will 
be called to the infraction of the terms 
of the protocol, although this must be 
dene with haste in order to succeed in 
its object, as the removal is said to be 
fixed for next Tuesday.

BRONZE BUST OF COLUMBUS.

Washington, September 24.—The most 
beautiful of all of the souvenirs of the 
great naval battle of July 3d, off Santiago, 
reached the navy department today from 
Captain Converse, commanding the Mont- 

gomery, at Guantanamo. 

It is a bronze bust of Christopher Colum- 
bus taken from the cruiser Cristobal 
Colon, which lies below the surface ef the 
ocean twenty miles off Santiago. The navy 
department has offered to place it in charge 
of the Smithsonian museum until some per- 
manent disposition can be made of it, 

All the relics recovered from the wrecks, 
save the captured flags, must go to he 
naval academy at Annapolis, so this bust 
will be sent to make a nucleus for what 
probably will prove to be one of the most 
interesting collections in the museum.

Henchman Admits He Wrote the 
Famous Bordereau, 


GIVES ALL OF THE DETAILS 


Asserts That He Was Ordered To Com- 
mit the Crime, 


WAS DONE 10 CONVICT DREYFUS 


; 


Ex-Major Presents All the Facts in 
the Now Famous Case in the 
Presence of a Number of 
Persons in the City 
of London. 


London, September 25.—The Observer this 
morning continues its Esterhazy revela- 
tions, begun last Sunday, in a long article, 
the most salient feature of which is 
Comte Esterhazy's disclosure, made, it is 
asserted, in the presence of more persons 
than one, that he was the author of the 
famous Dreyfus bordereau, which he wrote 
“at the request of Colonel Sandherr, now 
dead."’ 

“It was intended,’’ he said, ‘‘to constitute 
material proof of Dreyfus’s guilt. It was 
known through a French spy in the service 
at Berlin that certain documents had 
reached the German general staff which 
Dreyfus alone could have obtained. It was 
a list of these documents which constituted 
the bordereau. Dreyfus had been tested 
in several ways. For instance, a plan for 
the concentration of troops on the souch- 
eastern frontier had been dictated to him 
which was quite fantastic. A short time 
Afterwards our spies in Italy informed us 
that the Italian staff was making modifi- 
cations around Nice, which corresponded 
t@ the changes announced in the imaginary 
scheme dictated to Dreyfus. 

“Then Dreyfus managed to spend long 
holidays in Aisace without veing appar- 
ently found out by the German authorli- 
tles—a very euspicious sign, for it was 
almost impossible for a French officer to 
remain for any length of time in the con- 
quered provinces without being found out. 
In fact, there was considerable moral proof 
against Dreyfus before the trial took place, 


but no material proof. 

“Colonel Sandherr, who was an Alsatian, 
like Dreyfus, but intensely anti-Semitic, 
determined to forge this proof. He was 
convinced of the accused man's guilt, but 
it was necessary for the purposes of the 
courtmartial that documents should exist. 

Watched Military Attaches. 

“T was attached to the intelligence de- 
partment, my duty being to watch the 
movements of military attaches accredited 
by the powers of the triple alliance. 

“When Colonel Sandherr told me to write 
ent the bordereau, I did so without the 
slightest compunction. I am one of those 
men who aresoldiers by profession, and 
cling to old medieval traditions of military 
discipline. When I received an order I obey- 
el it implicitly and without question. I 
wrote the bordereau because Colonei Sand- 
herr told me to. I knew, of course, the 
purposes it was intended to serve. I knew 
I was committing a forgery; but I also 
knew that all intelligence departments in 
all countries were run on precisely the 
same lines, and that it was impossible to 
achieve the results in any other way. 

“In the Von Tausch case, for instance, 
which made so great sensation in Germany, 
Major Von Tausch confessed to having 
committed forgery, adding that the crime 
was nothing to the infamies that he had 
been forced to do in connection with other 
matters. Therefore, the court decided to 
silence him. He ultimately received the 
minimum punishment and has since been 
released. 

Must Manufacture Evidence.

punished. The bordereau having been writ- 
ten. it became necessary to give it the in- 
dispensable air of an authentic document, 
as you know it was supposed to have been 
stolen from the German embassy. Colonel 
Schwarzkoppen, formerly German military 
attache in Paris, denied ever having seen 
it. What he said was perfectly true. The 
bordereau was handed by an agent of our 
intelligence department to the porter of 
the German embassy, who was a spy in 
our service. The porter gave it to another 
agent named Genest, and by him it was 
brought to the intelligence department and 
there docketed and numbered as a docu- 
ment obtained from the German embassy, 
in the usual course. It thus received offi- 
cial baptism. 

‘It was exclusively upon the evidence of 
the bordereau that Dreyfus was condemn- 
ed. The dowument privately shown to the 
officers of the courtmartial was fetched 
from,the war department during the trial 
with the object of convincing judges should 
they show signs of wavering. It was the 
letter containing the phrase ‘de canaille de 
D—.’ Now this letter, which is genuine, and 
wus really written by Colonel Schwarz- 
koppen, did not refer to Dreyfus at all. 
The general staff was absolutely aware of 
the fact that ‘D—’ was a certain Dolfuss, a 
building contractor, who years before had 
eupplied the German attache with plans of 
the fortifications near Nice.” 

The ex-major. added that the case against 
him was quashed in defiance of all law 
and justice. He said the velled lady who 
appeared in the case was no other than the 
wife of Colone] Paty duClam. .

“The war department is overrun with 
applications for discWarges of énlisted men 
from members of congress, governors of 
States, mayors of cities; friends, relatives 
and others. The acting secretary of war 
desires that you issue general order to- 
day to your command calling attention to 
paragraphs 762 and 765, army regulations, 
and to the fact that the war department 
will not entertain applications for dis- 
charge excepting they reach it through 
military channels.’’ ; 

Colonel Ward has also found it necessary 
to send the following instruction by tele- 
graph to hasten action under this order: 

“The department is advised that tcom- 
manding officers are holding back applica- 
tions of enlisted men for discharge. The 
acting secretary of war directs that you 
instruct all company, troop, battery and 
regimental commanders of your command, 
by telegraph, that such cases must be 
forwarded immediately, approved or dis- 
approved, as provided in army regulations 
765, through regular military channels, for 
action of the war department. -Acknowl- 
edge receipt and report action.” 

It is probable that the war department 
was insp'red to hasten the action of the 
department commanders in these cases by 
reason of the numerous inquiries received

SOLDIERS HOME ON FURLOUGEH. 


Captain Renkl: Gets to Augusta in 
Time To Save His Stock. 
Augusta, Ga., September 24.—(Special.)— 
Captain Renki, First Lieutenant Sauken 
and Private Whitehead; company &, Sec- 
ond Georgia, are home on furlough until 

September 30th. 

Captain Renkl’s company has the fine 
record of not a single man lost by death 
or discharge. He got home this morning 
just in time to save some watches from 
his jewelry store that had been pawned 
by an employee, Otto Renlinger, who was 
looking after the captain's business in his 
absence, 

When arrested Renlinger was drunk and 
knew nothing of the pawning transaction. 
Captain Renkl says it was the act of a 
drunken man whom he believes to be hon- 
est when sober. He will not -prosecute 
Renilinger. 

Today the commission on camp sites vis- 
ited Augusta. General Theo Schwann, 
Colonel O'Reilly, Lieutenant Colonel Hodg- 
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three thousand acres of land, including 
the wild tracts, and one hundred acres is 
in cultivation. 

The family residence is eleven miles west 
of Waycross on the public road between 
Waycross and McDonald's mill. Kettle 
creek has its source near the McDonald 
Place and empties into the Satilla river 
near Waycross.-The homestead was for 
many years noted for the magnificent syca- 
more trees which shaded the road in front 
of the residence and the yard on al] sides. 
Two rows of trees, one on either side of 
the road and one row on either side of 
the yard, formed a splendid shade, «and 
made a picturesque appearance. The San 
Jose scale killed the trees a few years ago 
and they were cut down, but a young set 
of sycamores have grown up around the 
house. One mammoth tree of the old set 
remains in the rear yard. It hag suffered 
some from the dread disease which killed 
its fellows. A vineyard of scuppernongs 
and bullaces and orchards of peaches and 
pecans are on the place. Thirty pencan 
trees are in bearing und others will soon 
be fruitful. 

The house ig two stories high and con- 
tains ten rooms. It was built by Colonel 
W. A. MeDonald in 1862, during the civil 
war, and the lumber was purchased from 
a sawmiil in ‘Old Nine,” a suburb of Way- 
cross. The structure is plain and unpre- 
tentious, though it was considered hand- 
some when it wag erected, there being few 
frame residences in this section and the 
country having but few settlers. Mrs. W. 
A. McDonald and her five children and five 
or six grandchildren reside there. The 
latter are the children of Carey M. Sweat 
and D. D. Durham. Their mothers were 
daughters of Colonel McDonald and died 
some months ago. The farm is under the 
supervision of Frank McDonald, who has 
had charge since his father’s death. 

Phe McDonalds are a hospitable family. 
They are highly connected in this section 
and are very popular. Hon, W. A. Mc- 
Donald's father was Dr, Randall McDon- 
ald, a tative of the Isleof Skye. in Scot- 
land. He came to this country when he 
was cight years of ege and settled with 
his parents in South Carolina. When he 
was a young man he moved to Bulloch 
county, Georgia, and thence to a farm near 
Kettle Creek church in this county. He 
was a physician and farmer. Dr. Mc- 
Denvald died in 1864 at an advanced age 
and was buried in Ket@e Creek ceme- 
lery, which is the family burying ground. 

Hon. W. A, McDonald was eighty years 
old when he died in 1896. He vesided at 
Waresboro for several years and moved 
to Red Bluff, Coftee county, where he built 
a large sawmill and operated jt for geveral 
years. His mii) was on the Brunswick and 
Westcrn railroad and was the site of Mc- 
Donald’s mill, ‘n Coffee county. He built 
his residenge at the present homestead 
early during the war and then furmed a 
company of volunteers of the Twenty- 
sixth Georgia regiment. Colonel McDon- 
ail] ‘nad previously served four years as 
sergeant in the Indian war:‘and made a 
good officer. He was wounded at Cold 
Harbor and received an honorable dis 
charge. He was thrice married and was 
the father of twenty-two children, eleven 
sons and eleven daughters. The wife who 
survives him was Miss Rebecca Thompson, 
a daughter of the late Rev. Henry Thomp- 
son, a Methodist minister of Ware. She 
is the mother of Ida, Frank, Millie, Susie 
and Fannie, who are all single and reside 
with her. Twelve children survive Colonel 
McDonald, ten of whom reside in Ware 
county, one in Coffee county, Georgia, and 
one ip Suwanee county, Florida. Colonel 
McDonald was a sawmill owner. a farmer. 
a soldier, a preacher, a legislator and a 
man Of strong convictions and sturdy in- 
tegrity. He served Wafe county in the 
house of representatives in the following 
years: 1842, 1847, 1848, 1888, 1889, 1894, and in 
Uhe state senate in 1856, 1867, 1868, 1882 and 
i883. He was a member of the constitu- 
tional convention of 1877. 

in 1881 he founded the New Congrega- 
tional church. The church was originally 
composed of five classes—Kettle Creek, 
Friendship, Booth, Pine Valley and Mount 
Green. Other churches having sprung up 
in various communities, the organization 
is now in a flourishing condition, and is a 
lasting monument to the memory of its 
founder. The denomination was organized 
with dissentess from the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south The discipline of the 
church requires the congregational form 
of worship. Every member has an in- 
alienable right to his private judgment in 
matters of religion, and all have an equal 
right to express their opinions in any way 
fhat shall not violate the laws of God or 
the rights of man. Miinistorial offiee and 
duties are of divine appointment. and reg- 
ularly ordained ministets fn the church are 
equal The doctrines are Methodist Epis- 
ecopal in form. Feet washing is indulged 
in by auch members as desire it, and is 
considered a sacrament. Pastors are called 
and salaries are paid and no canescens 
taken up for them. Members are admon- 
ished to give the pastor whatever they fcel 
able to give and are expected to use their 
own Judgment in such duties.

London, September 24.—The resent dramat- 
ie development of the Chinese puzzle came 
as a disagreeable shock®to the people of 
Great Britain, and their chagrin was in- 
tensified by the fact that they were revel- 
ing in their apparent diplomatic triumph 
in the disgrace of Li Hung Chang and the 
wane of Russan influence. Not oniy in 
Great Britain, but abroad. the queen dow- 
agers proclamation is interpreted as a 
fresh defeat for British policy and as an 
act of revenge upon the part of bngland’s 
arch enemy. Li Hung Chang. 

It is generally believed that the miesion 
of the Marquis Ito, the Japanese states- 
man, to China for the purpose of attempt- 
ing to bring about an offensive and defen- 
Sive alliance between Japan and China, 
was the last straw which roused the ti- 


) gress in the empress dowager and enabled 


the Russian party, jed by Li Hung Chang. 
to regain its influence. It is well known 
that the Chinese, in Spite of their defeat 
in the war with Japan, still regard the 
Japanese as inferior beings, and (the in- 
tense hatred of the dowager empress for 
oe Japanese js also an acknowledged 
act. 

Advices received here from the European 
capitals indicate (hat political circles an- 
ticipate. the reinstatement of Li Hung 
Qhang in power. and that the reactionary 
wave in China wil' jead a closer under- 
Standing between the United States. Great 
Britain and Japan, result!ng in a combined 
measure, in reforms. The French news- 
Papers rejoice at the prospect of Li Hung 
Chang’s return to power simply because it 
would be unpleasant for Great Britain. 
The Temps, referring to the reform edicts 
af ihe emperor of Clana. says: 

“His reforming ardor was markcd by 
more zeal than discretion, To suggest that 
the mandarins publish their accounts of 
receipts and expénditures, was like pluck. 
ing out their soulg,”’ 

Impatient To Hear from Fasho‘a. 

The impatience here to learn the out- 
come of the journey of General Sir Her- 
bert Kitchiner to Fashoda is in nowise 
allayed, and althougth the press on both 
Sides of the channel] is calmer this week, 
yet anxiety is evidenced in Great Britain 
in regard to the effect which the deter- 
mined action of General Kitchiner will 
have upon France, in view of the critical 
political situation in that country. There 
are fears that the French authorities may 
seek a foreign diversion from their inter- 
nal strife. | 

The Parisian newspapers. however, 
adopted a more compromising tone. and in- 
stead of declaring that the french flae 
will never be. Jowered at Fashoda. thev 
now pul forward the occupation of that 
place by Major Marchand as a jever by 
which France may be able to obtain ad- 
Vantage elsewhere. The Eciair, for exe 
ample, says: 

“Great Britain must buy our renuncia- 
tion of our claims here, as she bought 
Germany s.”’ ‘ 

The Temps also declares that the ques- 
tion now is siffiply one of coming to an 
agreement as to conditions of exchange. 

The alarming situation in France rivets 
the attention of Europe. The excitement 
is increasing hourly, new revelations and 
developments are expected and a military 
coup d’etat would not surprise anybody. 
The weakness of Mr. Brisson, the premier, 
over the affair of Lieutenant Colone] Pic- 
quart, who is now in secret confinement 
in the military prison of Cherche Midi, 
placed there, apparently. without the 
knowledge of the government, and in spite 
of the fact that he was in the hands of a 
civi}] court, has disgusted even his own 
persona! frféfitis, who call him a coward 
and a dolt, while the enemies of a revis- 
ion of the Dreyfus case accuse him of be- 
ing a hypocrite and of ‘having svold himseif 
to a Dreyfus syndicate, an organization 
which undoubtedly exists. 


Brisson Was Ignored. 

General “Zurlinden, who cnece more 
military governor of Paris, with the cog- 
nizgance of General Chanoine, who suec- 
ceeded the latter as minister of war, acted 
entirely without reference to the premier, 
M. Brisson; who, with a majority of his 
colleagues, was completely dumbfounded 
at his proceedings. The supporters of the 
cabinet declare that M. Brisson, in order 
to save the constitution, should dismiss 
General Chanoine and General Zurlinden 
and even arraign them for treasonable con- 
duct, Only bold action will secure the su- 
premacy of civil jaw. 

One satisfactory feature of the: prosecu- 
tion of Colonel Picquart is that the war 
office has engaged to give him an open trial, 
‘which M. Brisson insisted upon before he 
consented to the prisomer’s transfer to the 
military ‘prison of Cherche Midi. The 
friends of Colonel Picquart declare that if 
he is publicly tried he will throw floods of 
light upon the whole matter. 

In an interview published in today’s Daily 
News a former parilamentarian wha has 
figured in’al! the political events in Ffance 
since 1869 is quoted as expressing opinions 
regarding the role which President Faure 
is playing. confirming previous statements 
on the same subject. He says that General 
Zurlinden enjoys the full confidence of the 
French president, whe is’ in love with mill- 
tary glamour. President Faure, he adds, 
has but to say the word and have France 
at his feet, and he further says if he does 
not say this word anc declares himself 
in favor of a revision @f the Dreyfus case 
he will have the whole France mob in hue 
and ery against him ard he will have to 
go. But, if in order ts eppose a revision 
he resigns the presidency the national as- 
sembly or congress for the election of 
presidents will meet at Versailles within 
twenty-four hours and M. Faure w.l) be re- 
elected by a crushing majority of those 
who are hostile to a revision.

The Leaders in the Fight. 

At first the fight against the proposed 
fusion of white populists and negro repubii- 
cans was undertaken single-handed and, 
alone by the district’s able representative 
in congress, William G. Brantley, of Bruns- 
wick. He had served in both branches of 
the general assembly and then had served 
eight years as solicitor general. In 1896, 
just as he had decided to retire from that 
office, the unsought nomimation for con- 
gress was tendered to him by a democratic 
convention. He accepted and the populists 
nominated one of their party, Captain Ben 
Milikin, of Jesup. Colonel Brantley got 
9.141 votes and his opponent feceived about 
6,10. Among Captain Milikin’s supporters 
was Mr. James M. Wilkinson, of this city, 
Both had been democrats, but they quit 
the party. Captain Milikin said that he left 
because it was in favor of the gold stand- 

“a. Mr. Wilkinson announced that he 
git because it was a free silver party. 
Wilkin was an enthusiast for the free 
coinage of silver and Wilkinson was an 
extreme gold stamdard advocate. And Wil- 
kinson, the goldbug, voted for Milikin, the 
silver populist, for congress. 

This year the democrats renominated 
Congressman Brantley and the republicans 
nominated Mr. Wilkinson. Now it was

: Wilkinson, and he proceeded to do it by 
going into the republican caucus and he!p- 
ing him there amd then by working up a 
populist caucus and putting through an in- 
dorsement 6f the republican nominee and 
a proposition to trade the voters of the two 
parties.

Sometimes, by the way, when they 
wo around beating tin pans and ringing 
bells, they remind me of a man trying to 
hide a swarm of bees. At other times they 
pursue the tactics of elephant hunters in 
the forests and jungles of Asia who send 
out a few old trained, sly elephants to 
toll and drive the wild herd into the trap 
which has been prepared. The clephants 
go unsuspected into captivity, but the pop- 
ulists are not so easily fooled. However, 
some of the old populists who have been 
under republican training are at work 
trying to lead their party into the repub- 
lican lines, 

The republicans went about this deliber- 
ately months ago. They began by giving. 
the populists a pcestoffice here, 2 job in a 
custom house there and a place in the 
tmiernal revenue service somewhere else. 
In this district, S. W. Johnson, ponulist 
candidate for congress against Judge Tur- 
ner in 1834, was given the postoffice at Bax- 
ley. Captain Milikin indorsed Johnson, 
although this own sister-in-law, a most es- 
timable lady, was an applicant. John H. 
Boone, formerly an’ active populist, was 
made postmaster at Hazlehurst. He says 
that he got up his indorsements as a re- 
publican, but he had not been in. that 
party long when he was appointed. A.» B. 
ey, a zealous populist, was given the 

stoffice at Douglass, the county seat of 
Coffee. These are a few instances picked 
at random. x sols 

Democrats Will Win. 

It is the general impression that Captain : 
Milikin will get his reward after the N 

mber election. No one imag 
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moment that Mr. Hogan, Captain Milikin 
and the others on the state ticket will be 
elected October 6th. Captain Ben is run- 
ning on that for comptroller general, but 
the democrats have a walk-over there. lif 
the democrats in the other ten cangres- 
sional districts do their duty as well as 
their brothers of the elevettth. will do 
theirs, Candler’s majority will go anywhere 
from 60,000 to 100,000. 

The attempted fusion is having a good 
effect down here. It has aroused the dem- 
ocrats and they are very active, whereas 
the populists and republicans as a rule 
distrust each other. In Laurens county 
the democrats have a weekly experience 
and revival meeting every Wednesday. 
Free lemonade is served, and the folks do 
come in from the outlying districts and 
no mistake, It is just lemonade, too, with- 
out a stick in it. An Atlanta drummer 
Who tried it told me so. When the deal 
was first made between the white and 
black politicians, the democrats were un- 
easy. They had some cause to be. They 
could not tell how far the fire would 
Spread until] they got to work on it. Now 
they are satisfied that the state ticket will 
get a majority in at least half the coun- 
ties which were lost in 1896. The local 
tickets will be elected all along the line 
and Congressman Brantley will make 
his opponent think fusion is an empty 
dream, There is no Over-confidence about 
Colonel Brantley. He feels safe, and I 
have seen superior court judges ten fold 
more agitated over cases which they could 
not, tell whether the Supreme court would 
affirm or reverse.

Issues and Inconsistencies. 


Republicanism is the issue in this con- 
gressional campaign because fusion in its 
last analysis means that here. Colonel 


: Brantley is not fighting the populists. He 


rs arguing with them. He is pointing out 
o them the inconsistency of populists 
voting for the single gold standard, bonds, 
dear money, monopolies and trusts. He js 
showing, up the trade between Milikin and 
Wilkinson, both of whom are willing to 
surrender whatever convictions and polit- 
ical principles they may have, and vote 
for a candidate professing to believe in di- 
rectly the opposite. Milikin, who refused 
to vote for Judge Turner, a gold democrat, 
is now doing all he can to elect Mr. Wil- 
kinson, a gold svepublican. Wilkinson, 
who cut loose from the democratic party 
rather than vote for W. J, Bryan, is now 
working for Hogan and Milikin, free coin- 
age populfSts. The inconsistency and in- 
sincerity of these fusion candidates must 
disgust consistent “ahd sincere populists 
and republicans alike. 

This fusion is full of inconsistencies and 
contradictions. One of the queerest is the 
fact that Mr. Wilkinson and Major Han- 
eon are stumping together. Wilkinson 
thinks that there never was such a trans- 
cendant as Grover Cleveland. He is a 
Cleveland worshipper, a real NMolator, or 
he used to be. It is just possible that Ma- 
jor Hanson hes changed his opinion in 
some slight degree. The major says that 
the United States never has produced a 
man who “cost the country s0 m.iga“mon- 
ey, misery and humbuggery as Cleveland 
cost it.”” Wilkinson would have almost de- 
clined to speak to a man a year ago had 
anyone given expression to such an opin- 
ion in his presence. He would have taken 
it as a persona] affront. But now he does 
not utter a word of protest to Major IJan- 
son’s denunciation. It would be worth $2 
to ‘héar Wilkinson eulogize Cleveland from 
the same platform with the major. They 
would have a joint debate right there. it 
must pain the fusion nominee to hear the 
fat object of this worship so vigorously 
condemned. But Colonel Jim has not 
raised his finger against it. There is a 
growing suspicion, that he is afraid to, 
knowing the major. It is evident. too, 
that the major is working in the lead and 
that the candidate has to accept what Ma- 
jor Hanson says and does. Be that as it 
may, it must be gallimz to a sensitive na- 
ture like Jim’s to listen to the tirades by 
his colleague on his own ideal of a states- 
man. 

Large District—Varied Interests. 

The eleventh is the largest district in 
area in the state, It comprises eighteen 
covnties—Appling, Brooks, Camden, Charl- 


ton, Clinch, Coffee, Dodge, Echols, Glynn, : 


Irwin, Johnson, Laurens, Lowndes, Mont- 
gomery, Pierce. Telfair, Wayne and Ware. 
It is an all day’s ride by train from one 
end of the district to the other. The up- 
per part of the district reaches almost 
to Macon and the lower part lies along 
the Florida line. It is the wiregrass sec- 
tion; the timber, naval stores, lumber and 
sea island cotton country. 

These countws have been growing rapidly 
in poptlation* and wealth the last five 
years. Fitzgerald, Ocilla, Jesup, Waycross, 
Dublin, Quitman, Valdosta, Baxley, McRae 
and Wrightsville are some of the towns 
which have made especial progress. The 

ople have go 
tap aceon are scattered everywhere. Dub- 
lin is a particularly live town. The people 
have gone to hustling and two years hence, 
when the census is taken, it will be found 
that the eleventh has almost enough pop- 
viation for two congressional districts. 

Congressman Brantley wanted to put 
Egyptian cotton in the Dingley bill 
and make the importers pay a 
duty on it, but the republicans 
fixed up a scheme to prevent amendments 
being offered to the bill. They made a 
rule providing that no amendment could be 
offered except when the section where it 
should go was read. Then they read only 
a few sections and put the bill on its 
passage. No opportunity was allowed for 
an amendment placing a duty on Egyptian 
cotton. The eastern manufacturers want- 
ed it to come in free, and told Dingley and 
his associates not to let a duty be put 
upen, it. . 

There has long been a strong pro- 
tection element in the democratic or- 
ganization in this part of Georgia. The 
woo. growers of Wayne and neighboring 
counties wanted protection, for their wool, 
and. those wiregrass counties produce the 
best quality. of wool grown in: 
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the sea island cotton grown in the world. 
It is the best cotton in the world and its 
only competitor in the market is the Egyp- 
tian staple, which in. lengiu of fiber is 
between the sea island and the upland cot- 


ton. 
ese 


As the eastern manufacturers are contrib- 
utors to the republican campaign fund, 
Dingley and Reed looked after their inter- 
ests. The congressman who represented 
growers of sea island cotton reminded the 
republicans that the crop is made with 
colored labor and appealed to them to 
consider that labor, if they would not con- 
sider the southern planters. But the re- 
publican congressmen would not protect the 
colored labor when the rich manufacturers 
demanded free raw material. 

So failing in the house, Colonel Brantley 
and such of his colleagues as were interest- 
ed in sea island cotton went to Senators 
Bacon and Clay, of Georgia, and got them 
to put Egyptian cotton in the Dingley bill 
when it was up in the senate. But when 
the bill wen: to the conference committee 
the republican members struck out the duty 
on Egyptian cotton, thus showing unmis- 
takably that the party was in favor of free 
raw material. 

Mr. Wiikinson has been claiming that 
if he was elected to congress he could get 
a duty on Egyptian cotton. But how 
could Mr. Wilkinson accomplish a _ thing 
which the cotton manufacturers of Maine 
and. Massachusetts opposed? He could not 
any more do it than he could defeat Tom 
Reea@ for speaker of the house. Dingley 
has too many cotton mill owners in his 
home town. He has to do what they say 
or they will send somebody else to con- 
gress from his district. 

The populists see through the scheme by 
which they have been bartered to the re- 
publicans, and thousands of them resent 
it. Their old-time leader. Tom Watson, 
warned them against fusion, and in some 
counties fully one-third of .the people’s 
party did not register this year. Seeing no 
chance to succeed, many decided not to 
vote at all. Some will stick to their state 
ticket headed by Mr. Hogan; numbers are 
coming back into the democratic party, and 
a few will fuse with the republicans. 


The Populists Are Coming Back. 


Eben Forster, once a democratic. member 
of the house from Johnson county, has left 
populism. He was one of their most active 
and intelligent workers, 

“You don’t know how good it feels to get 
back into the democratic party, after you 
have strayed off for a few years,’ he said 
“I have re- 
turned to the democratic party to stay. I 
can’t stand that deal with the republicans. 
Some of the self-appointed bosses under- 
took to sell us out, but they can’t swap me 
around like a mule.” 

Treasurer Claxton, of Johnson county, an- 


nounced on Thursday that he was coming 
back to democracy. He heard Major Han- 
gon and Mr. Wilkinson speak at Wrights- 
ville and he realized what the trade meant. 
He said that he saw fusion was a step 
toward negro supremacy, and he did not 
propose to be a.party to any such betrayal 
of his race. For one, he has made up his 
mind to oppose with all his influetice the 
scheme to overthrow white rule. The ob- 
ject lesson afforded by North Carolina 
opened. his eyes, as it did in the case of 
thousands of: others to the danger lurking 
behind ‘the Wilkinson-Milikin trade. By 
the way,,the fusionists down here have 
been greatly worried by The Constitution's 
exposure of the horrible conditions in North 
Carolina. 

The Case of North Carolina. 

Whenever they talk about fusion in Geor- 

gia ‘between the whites and blacks on the 


platform of a division of the spoils, they : 


are confronted with the results which fol- 
lowed that kind of.a political deal in our 
neighbor state. Messrs. Hanson, Wilkin- 
son, Milikin and the others are declaring 
that there is’ no fear of negro domination 
in Georgia» 

Marion Butler, Dan Russell and other fu- 
sion leaders in the North state told the 
same thing to the white peopie there in 
1894 and 1896 and Governor Russell and Cy 
Thompson and others of the Raleigh ring 
are repeating it this year. But Marion 
Butler does not gay so any more. Major 
Guthrie, the populist nominee for governor 
of North Carolina in 1896, does not say 
there is no darger of negro supremacy 
in that state. On the contrary, he de- 
nounces fusion as a conspiracy against 
good government and the security, pros- 
perity and happiness of the people. The 
latest thing up there as a result of negro 
domination igs negro road commissioners 
working white men on the public highways. 
But that is not near so bad as the negro 
school commissioners examining and ap- 
pointing white teachers and directing white 
schools. Worse than all else up there— 
worse than the horrible Hancock scandal, 
or the asylum scandas and every other 
unmentionable crime of the fusion regime, 
are the incendiary utterances of the negro 
paper at Wilmington, insulting the white 
women of the state and encouraging the 
black men to commit the crime the inva- 
riable penalty for which in the south is 
meted out by Judge Lynch when the fiend 
is caught. All these dreadful conditions in 
North Carolina are directly traceable to 
the fusion between the republicans and 
the populists. First the fusionists got con- 
trol of the legislature and then they passed 
laws giving towns, cities and counties over 
to ot negroes in the black belt and to the

Different explanations have been offered 
by the populists for Mr. Watson's apathy 
in this campaign. Chairman Carter told 
me recently that Mr. Watson’s time was 
worth from $250 to $30 a week and he 
could not afford to quit his practice and 
go to stumping. 

I do.not know what Mr. Watson is mak- 


ing from his practice and the hooks he has ; 


contracted tc write, but if he ‘was anxious 
to speak in this campaign he would be 
down here in the elevénth district raising 
“old Harry.”’ 

But, no sir, he does not indorse fusion 
and he does not intend to stultify himself 
by preaching against the principles of the 
republican party and preaching and voting 
for a republican for congress. 

That is the reason Tom Watson is not 
in this campaign. And it may be the 
reason Ellington, Peek, Me] Branch and so 
many more populists are having nothing 
to do with the campaign. Captain Mili- 
kin has not a populist of any state repu- 
tation helping him in his fusion scheme. 
They cannot afford to do it. The genuine 
populist who talks for or votes for Wil- 
kinson stulifies himself. Major Hanson, 
a republican himself, says that, and he 
goes further, declaring that such a man 
ought to be deprived of the right of suf- 
frage. He stated at Dublin«on Wednesday 
that a silver man had no business in the 
republican party. The democrats agree 
with him on that proposition. So will 
Tom Watson agree with him there, 

Captain Milikin will be clear over in the 
republican party by the time the next 
campaign comes round. Many people look 
for him to flop just after he is défeated 
next Wednesday week. 

Blow Out the Light. 

From the way members of the people’s 
party talk in such counties as I have been 
in, Captain Ben will not have much com- 
pany when he joins the republicans. Take 
Coffee county for illustration. That has 
been one of the strongest populist counties 
in the district—probably the strongest. 
Many of the best men the democrats had 
went into the third party. There were. the 
Lotts, for instance, a prominent and an 
influential family. Only one or two of 
them will give Wilkinson any support. I 
understand they are nearly all for Brant- 
ley. Fusion did it. The Lotts know what 
fusion means and where it would lead if 
it is successful. The democrats are confi- 
dent that they will carry Coffee. 

The populists are coming back in troops. 
Reaction is setting in against Milikin’s

Somebody suggested recently that Cap- 
tain Ben might come back to democracy 
along with others. Colonel Brantley said 
that the democrats were glad to welcome 
all the populists back. For himself, he 
would be willing to make a place on the 
mourner’s bench for Captain Ben. This 
reminded him of a story about a revival 
meeting. The preacher had lined out the 
hymn; 

“While the lamp holds out to burn 
The vilest sinner may return.”’ 

Just then a rather notorious character 
Was seen coming up the aisle. The chick- 
en feathers in his hair told their own 
story. The parson could hardly believe 
his own eyes, but realizing that ‘‘Rooster 
Sam’’ was about to acccept the invitation 
to return, the good man turned quickly to 
one of his deacons and said excitedly:

“T am not going to heil because the ne- 
groes are trying to ge to heaven,’ he de- 
clared at Dublin. 

But, as mentioned above, the negro vote 
will be split in the congressional election, 
just as it will be in the state election. Colo- 
nel Candler and the democratic state and 
county tickets will receive a considerable 
vote from the colored people. County con- 
tests will have much to do with that. As 
a rule, the democrats have out their strong- 
est men this year. In a local campaign, 
where the colored voter knows the candi- 
dates personally, ‘he will pick the democrat 
as his choice in spite of the party whip.

The 
speech which he delivered in Dublin on 
Wednesday was not dangerous for his op- 
ponent. Being a fusion candidate, Mr. Wil- 
kinson has to be very careful what he says. 
Like a man riding two horses at once, he 
has no time to attend to anything else.

During the course of the inspection, both 
Secretary Alger and General Sternberg 
complimented Major Taylor on the condi- 
tion of the hospital and the systematic 
manner in which everything is done, All 
the officers in the party were well pleased 
with the hospital, and that it is probably 
the very best they have visited on their 
southern tour. 

The largest number of sick men at the 
fort are placed in the buildings formerly 
occupied by the troops who were stationed 
here. It was these buildings that were 
given the most thorough inspection, and 
from tifese the party went to the executive 
hospital building, which was originally in- 
tended to be the post hospital. It is here 
that Major Taylor’s headquarters are lo- 
cated. 

During his inspection of the hospital Sec- 
retary Alger kept a close lookout for 
Michigan men, and the found many who 
were members of the Thirty-second Michi- 
gan volunteers. He greeted these men 
kindly and asked them if they were anxious 
to return home. He knew several of them 
and had pleasant chats with them. The 
sick men were giad to see the secretary of 
war, and his visit had a good effect on the 
hospital and doubtless made the men feel 
better. ' , 

To Enlarge Hospital. 

Despite the fact that Secretary Alger 
says the matter of enlarging the hospital 
at Fort McPherson will not be decided un- 
til his return to Washington, there is no 
doubt of the intention on the part of the 
authorities to erect buildings of some kind 
as large as the ones now occupied by the 
sick men, and to use these buildings for 
hospitals. This will double the number of 
sick men at Fort McPhersén. 

In talking to Major Taylor yesterday 
General Sternberg spoke of this matter in 
such a way as to leave no doubt as to the 
intentions of the department. He even 
went eo far as to advise Major Taylor to 
ask for estimates for the buildings. The 
kind of building to be erected was dis- 
cussed, and the present idea is to make 
each ward large enough to accommodate 
twenty men and make the new buildings 
sufficiently large to accommodite 400 men. 

In speaking of the matter, Major Taylor 
said there seemed to be no doubt that the 
hospital would be enlarged, and gaid he 
would ask for estimates and the 
buildings. He was well pleased with 
the impression of the hospital obtained by 
ihe distinguished visitors, and is justly 
proud of the hospital. 

immediately after inspecting the hospital 
Secretary Alger was driven back to the 
city and out to Piedmont park, where he 
went to look at the camp site of which he 
has’ heard so much. He wag driven down 
Forsyth street and out Peachtree and was 
cheered as he passed: 

Piedmont Park Visited. 

Colonel Oscar J. Brown had been hastily 
notified of Secretary Alger’s intended visit 
to Piedmont park and he at once issued 
orders for a review of the Second Georgia 
regiment. A large number of men “were 
absent from the camp on leave, but de- 
spite this fact’ the regiment made a fine 
showing. 

Secretary Alger and the officers accom- 
panying him were met by Colonel Brown 
and the officers of the Second regiment 
on their arrival at the camp. The tally-ho 
containing the secreiary’s party was drawn 
up in front of the firemen’s building and 
the regiment, which had been lined up on 
Fourteenth street and had saluted the sec- 
retary as he passed, was marched back 
into the camp and passed the vehicle con- 
taining the secretary. 

Colonel Brown rode at the head of the 
long column and presented a fine appear- 
ance as he saluted Secretary Alger.

Remarkable Discovery by the Police of 


Young Rogues’ Scheme. 
BOYS MAKE THIEVES OF SoGs 


How the Training Is Done and the Re- 
‘sults That Follow. 


BOYS SENT TO CHAINGANG FOR THIRTY DAYS 


The Dogs May Be Condemned to Death 
for Being Dangerous to the Peace 
of the Community. 
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° Dogs became the slaves of boys O 
O who desired to use them as @ means O 
© to steal chickens. re) 
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THE POLICD HAVE DISCOVERED 
that there is a regularly organized gang 
of little negro beys who train dogs to 
steal chickens. A few weeks ago & negro 
boy was arrested for stealing chickens, and 
some of his pals, who turned state’s evi- 
dence, told the officers at the time that 
the boy had a trained dog to do the catch- 
ing of the chickens, while he waited in a 
dark alley or at his home for the dog to 
bring him the boodle in the shape of a 
nice fat hen. 

Yesterday morning early Mounted’ Officers 
Seals and Whatley were informed by Mrs. 
M. L. Macey, of 451 Fort street, that two 
dogs had been coming through her yard 
regularly for several days and every time 
they made the trip they took a chicken 
with them. She had the dogs watched and 
ascertained that they carried the stolen 
fowls to four negro boys who were driv- 
ing cows, and hid in the woods while the 
stealing was done. 

The officers found the four boys, who 
gave their names as John Norton, John 
Little, John Lloyd and Clarence Spratling. 
John Littk was the boy who had been ar- 
rested before on the charge of chicken 
stealing and who was reported to have a 
chicken-stealing, trained dog, 

The boys denied their guilt, but when the 
officers started with them for the patrol 
wagon, one of the dogs turned up with a 
hen in his mouth and followed the patrol 
wagon all the way to the city. 

At the police barracks the cow drivers 
broke down and made a full confession. 
They said they had trained several dogs 
to steal chickens and nearly all of them 
had been shot or poisoned. The way the 
training was done was to get a chicken by 
the old way of hen roost raiding and then 
make the dog run after it until he caught 
it. The chicken would be left in the woods 
while the boys went off and hid, leaving 
the dog to hunt for the fowl. In a little 
while the dog would catch chickens and 
bring them. to his masters. sere 

After a dog was well trained they would 
take him by a yard. where there. were 
chickens afid one wotlld remafnp at first 
with the dog while the others hid in the 
woods. As soon as the dog ran into the 
yard the boy with him ‘disappeared, When 
a chicken was caught the dog would at 
once run after the boys, tracking them by 


_seent, In a little while the dogs would go 


off and steal] chickens of their own accord. 

The kind of dogs usually trained were 
those that could hunt birds, but sometimes 
a common old cur made a good chicken 
thief. 

The recorder tried the quartet of dog 
trainers in his court yesterday and sent 
them all to the city stockade for a month. 
The two trained dogs were taken in charge 
by the police and they will probably be 
condemned to death as dangerous to the 
welfare of the community. 

It ig believed there are more chicken 
thieves with trained dogs and the police 
afte on the search for them, 
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FARMER TRIIT TALKS COTTON. 
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Says Farmers of Troup County Will 
Buy Spot Cotton and Sow Their 
Land in Grain. 


G. Vv. Truitt, of Troup county, one of 
the best-known cotton. growers in Georgi, 
and who is recognized as a champion in 
the art af making the greatest number of 
bales to the acre, was in the city yesterday 
and spoke interestingly of the conditions 
of the cotton crop in his county, 

Mr. Truitt brought samples of May, June 
and July cotton and showed the condition 
of each crop, The cotton planted in May 
which is usually a good crop, has this year 
only a few bolis to the stalk and is little 
better than a failure, The June crop is 
almost an absolute. failure, while the July 
crop shows up with a few blossoms, 

On cotton planted earlier Mr. Truitt 
made a fairly good crop and will get 200 
bales from 5$00 acres. He says the crop is 
off 30 per cent this year and attributes 
it to the drought early in the summer and 
the heavy rains later. ‘ 

The farmers of Troup county are going 
to plant their land in grain this winter 
and will let cotton severely alone. Mr. 
Truitt says that with the money the far- 
mers of Troup use to buy guano, mules 
and rations for planting cotton, they in- 
tend to buy spot cotton and fold it until 
the price goes up. In this way they can 
make money on cotton without going to 
the trouble and expense of raising it with- 
out realizing anything on it. 

The grain crop to be gathered in Troup 
county next year will be a large One, and 
it is thought that all the farmers there 
will carry out their present intentions of 
buying cotton and sowing grain. 

Mr. Truitt says that in 18%, when cot- 
ton was so low, he thad to carry a hog to 
market with each load of cotton; now, he 
says, he has to carry the same hog end ties 
a beef steer on behind. He raised hogs and 
beeves to a considerable extent and intends 
to let cotton severely alone for a while 
at least.

turbs his self-possession and good nature. 
His speeches are vote winners, Today 
he spoke in the courthouse here and it 
would not begin to hold the crowd. To- 
night he ig speaking at Lake Park, down 
on the Florida line. 

Today was the first time itn more than 
two years that a sound democratic speech 
has been made in Valdosta. The gold 
standardites did not want democratic doc- 
trine promulgated here to faithful onea, 
who were hungry for some old democratic 
preaching, and they got it. They say now 
that they will elect everything on the dem- 
ocratic ticket. 

The congressman made a full statement 
of his effort to get a duty on Egyptian cot- 
ton, It was the first time the truth about 
it had been fOld here, because the opposi- 
tlon has been misrepresenting him. His 
audience was enthusiastic and applauded 
loudly and frequently. His speech was a 
great comfort to the fajthful band who 
have stood up for the party through two 
years of abuse and slander from the pharit- 
saical crowd who arrogantly claimed to 
be better than the loyal who continued 
steadfast. 

Wilkinson and his associates in the ne- 
gro fusion plot have been saying and pub- 
lishing things about Brantley and The 
Constitution. The Valdosta Frerm Lance, a 
campaign sheet run by a republican for- 
merly of that part of Illinois known as 
Egypt, has printed some of the silliest. and 
most childish Hes about The Constitution 
that ever appeared in type, which is say- 
ing a great deal, The editor was in the 
audfence today afid no human being éver 
spent a more miserable five minutes this 
side of hell than he experienced while 
Colonel Brantley was talking to him. The 
crowd whooped, and so it did while the 
congressman was skinning Wilkinson, 

Brantley’s Speech Did Good. 

This was the first time in the campaign 
that Brantley has worked his rapid fire 
guns on the enemy, but he enfiladed them 
today and it did good. One tall, white- 
whiskered democrat got up in the audience, 
strode to the judge’s bench and shook the 
congressman by the hand right in _the 
middle of the speech. He said he felt so 
good he couldn't wait.

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Cairo, September 23.—England has ‘won out” n the finest way in the Soundan. 
Following the news of the great victory at Qmdurmam there have come frém the 
front private and official dispatches tel] ing that the fierce chiefs of Africa are so 
much impressed with the valor of the Anglo-Egyptian army that there is a 
growing conviction .among them that the faithful are in the black book of 
heaven and Al‘ah is siding with the infidels. The name and fame of General Sir 
Herbert Kitchener has spread through the desert and tribesmen who would not 
have hesitated a moment, had the Britis h suffered a reverse, to throw their lot in 


with the dervishes, are subdued and ready to make obeisance to the conqueror ° 


who has -carried the campaign through with such signal success. 

In the desert the loser is lvuok¢d upon with the utmost contempt, no matter 
how game a fight he put up before succumbing. So accustomed are the dervishes 
to regard their cause as identical with that of the deity, that their despair at the 
loss of a battle is ohly equaled by the blind confidence that is back o/ the reck- 
less rush of spear-armed meu that the British soldiers here know so well. The 
dervishes eannot understand why Allah has deserted them. The prisoners talk 
gloomily among themselves of the terrible fighting abilities of the men who 
Swept their ranks away by squads dnd regiments at Omdurmam, but no one gives 
the entire victory to the Martini-Henry rifles and the Maxim guns. It was the de- 
sértion of Allah that lost them the fight. and the previous fights, and these religious 
fanatics are struck dumb with despair at the thought. Ferocious, loodthirsty 
and inhuman as they afe, they certainly reverence the supreme being and are con- 
fident that He ig their alone against the world. 

While the dervishes are calling on Allah to know why he has deserted them, 
the Anglo-KEgyptian troops, it may be said without irreverence, are making a 
littie god of the sirdar, Genera] Kitchener. He hag become known as the ‘man of 
certainties,’’ for the reason that he made no mistake throughout the entire 
campaign, neglected nothing :hat would tend to make as safe and comfortable as 
poséible the march of hig men through the hundreds of miles of desert, and 
proved himseif in every skirmish, every attack and every ‘battle to be one of the 
foremost men of the age in the art of war. 

The force that set out to subdue the dervishes, and did it so well, was the 
finest equipped army ever got together, Those of us who have read the accounts 
of the sufferings of our American troops in Cuba through the shortness or utter 
absence of necessary supplies cannot help, good patriots as we are, making a 
comparison between American unpreparedness and the perfection of thoughtful- 
ness shown in the equipment of General Kitehener’s army, where nothing was for- 
gotten, not even the Roentgen rays. 

Tommy Atkins could not haye been better cared for had he been the pampered 
pet of a wealthy household. To look at him in the uniform he wore when he 
rushed the dervishes’ defenses at Atbara and Omdurman, he is not so pretty as 
when in the glory of red coat and bear-skin hat he paraded in Hyde park and cap- 
tured the hearts of nurse girls, but he knows that the clothes he wears are the 
very best the scientific military man can procure to help - the wearer combat 
desert dangers. On the helmet of the soldier of Kitchener’s army is a ‘‘spinal pro- 
tector,” which is worn as a precaution against sunstroke. This hood falls over 
the shoulders and is fastened to the back of the khaki coats. It adds considera- 
bly to the size of the wearer, who, in comparison to the little men of Egypt, 
see to antie. ;

Itis a hard matter to draw a border line 


in this rough country to show just where his sphere of influence will begin and 
end, but it covers an area of 950,000 square miles, with a population of over 10,- 
000,000. Egypt controlled it once, but the mahdi’s revolt took it from them. Since 
then the region has been a constant source of anxiety to Egypt and Bngland: 
The khalifa took possession of the territory that the British abandoned after the 
annihilation of Hicks Pasha’s forces and the killing of General Gordon, and it 
looked as though the khalifa would be able to keep it. 

General Kitchener undertook at the beginning of 1896 to suppress the trouble- 


some dervish leader. 


With fifteen thousand men and four gunboats Kitchener 


took possession of the finest part of the Soudan, and in 1897 pushed further for- 


ward. Since then he has gone forward continually, with Omdurman as the objec- 
tive point. The foree that he had with him, and with which he captured Omdur- 
man, consisted of one British and one Egyptian infantry division, one regiment of 
British and ten squadrons of Egyptian cavalry, one field and one howitzer bat- 
tery, and two siege guns of British artillery, an Egyptian horse battery and four 
fleld batteries, camel corps, and half adozen gunboats. ‘There were 12,000 Egyp-

Oil on Troubled Waters.

The Indiana wag kept dry by the dripping 
of oil from both bowae: and although tre- 
mendous seas were running and breaking, 
they could not come on board. This was 
certainly a most practical illustration of 
the old saying as to the “pouring oil on 
troubled waters’’—a proverb as old as the 
Bible, but only very recently applied. 
thanks to the hydrographic office of the 
United States. and now very generally fol- 
towed by seamen the world over. Jt was 
an American a'so (Redfield) who first thor- 
oughly found out and explained the true 
character of the revolving storms, and to 
him all seamen are forever indebted. In 
using oll. it is astonishing bow small a 
quantity will suffice—just a quart or two in 
a bag stuffed with oakum hung over the 
bows, and allowed to drip drop by drep on 
the sea, where it spreads out in a thin, 
greasy film over the-surface of the water. 
Over the film the wind slips, as it were, 
and has no power to bank the water up 
into waves which would break over the 
sh'p. Hundreds of reports are on file in the 
office attesting the marvelous results of 
this simple agent of safety. 

The Soot of Acetylene. Flame. 

From Electrical Engineer. 

The soot of the acetylene flames repre- 
sents a valuavle product, especially for 
the color industry. When acetylene gas 
is: burned with a smoking flame three or 
four times as large a quantity of svot is 
obtained as from the same quantity o- 
mineral oil. The acetylene soot is very 
light and exhioits an absolutely black col- 
or without any <inge of brown. Besides, 
all tarry admixtures and other subs-ances 
contained in lamp black, etc., are absent 
from the soot. It is very bulky and will 
be specially adapted for India ink, as wet 
as for colors used in printing and lithogra- 
phy. A recent French patent issued to E. 
Hubon gives three methods for the pro- 
duction of the color. According to the first 
the acetylene gas is kept in a steel cylinder 
under two atmospheres pressures and is 
tren ignitcd through an electric spark ora 
glowing platinum wire by way of explosion 
The final pressure of the resulting hydrogeu

It was Sunday morning that I passed 
the uncertainties of the Transvaal customs 
and reached the famous gold fields of 
south Africa. You probably know that the 
name “Witwatersrandt” is but the Dutch 
for the “White Water Range” of hills or 
mountains in which the “main reef” was 
discovered and where the greater part of 
south African-gold is mined. S ‘ 

For miles we had been riding over the 
veldt or prairie, although unlike our west- 
ern prairies the veldt here is studded with 
mountains, many of which have the pe- 
culiarity of being clipped off at the top, as 
though some time in the past thefe had 
been a great scythe drawn over these 
ranges which had taken the peaks off 
from most of the mountains. As we had 
drawn into the Orange Free State the soil 
looked better and the plains became ‘more 
grassy. and the farther north we £0 the 
better it seems, until in the Transvaal 
we find land far more hopeful for agri- 
cultural purposes than much of the culti- 
vated land of the United States that is 
supporting a large population. 

But there is no large population here. 
Although the burghens, farmers, are the 
especial care of the Transvaal govern- 
ment, they are a most thriftless lot for the 
most part. Each farmer requires about as 
much land as would make a fair sized coun- 
ty in America for his range and never 
thinks of putting more than a few acres 
into cultivation and would not stoop to sell 
his produce for less than what seems to a 
stranger a price that would make the 
farmers the richest class in the coun- 
ee at once we burst on the mines and 
the tin houses for the natives that sur- 
round the shafts, and it is but a moment 
farther on that we come into the bounds 
of this great city, built under conditions 
not equaled in any city in the world. 

First of all, nobody owns land in Jo- 
hannesburge. The government refuses toe 
sell. They lease claims and stands for 
long periods, but there are no absolute 
transfers. This may seem a step toward 
socialism, but it is not. The land owners 
are the voters in‘this state and they do 
not intend that the “Tlitlander,’’ the Eng- 
lishman or American, who comes mere to 
develop the country and do for them what 
they cannot do for themselves, shall have 
any voice in the government. Hence the 
conditions for naturalization are practi- 
ally zmpossible.

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A KING’S INGRATITUDE. 


How Louis Philippe Repaid the Gen- 
erosity of Americans. 


From The Washington Post. 

Gouvernour Morris, at one time Amer- 
ican minister to France, with the gener- 
osity always shown by our people toward 
the unfortunate, upon learning of the 
forlorn condition c® the duke of Orleans 
(atterwards Louis Philippe, king of the 
French,) offered his assistance to secure 
him safe coniuct to Philadelphia. The 
Orleans family, at the time, were proscrib- 
ed in France, an@ in consequence, were 
unwelcome visitors to any country of con- 
tinental Europe, being compelled to live in 
disguise. Morris not only invited the duke 
to accompany him on the voyage from 
Hamburg to Fhiladelphia, but at the same 
time transferred to the prince an order for 
£100 to defray nis expenses from Bale to 
Hamburg. Tne timely assistance was ac- 
cepted with effusive gratitude by the royal 
Frenchman. When he reached Hamburg 
he found that Mr. Morris had been intrust- 
ed by the president of the Uniled States 
with a diplomatic mission in Germany, and 
therefore their departure was deiayed. At 
length the duke of Orleans’ sailed for 
Phiiadelphia on the America, where ar- 
rangements had been made for his brothers 
to join him. ‘ine three princes were re- 
ceived with great cordiality by Washing- 
ton, then in tne last year of his presidency: 
They were present at his farewell address 
to congress and witnessed the iuauguration 
of Jonn Adams. An invitation to spend 
several days at Mount Vernon was eageriy 
accepted. General Washington himself ar-

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“It is asserted by those who ought to know that 
‘very much of the Witch Hazel extract in market con-

warts which he has. He lives in a hut, 
but it is far more cleanly than the hut 
of the Asiatic. There are anything from 
ten to fifteen in a room with him. This 
seems bad for moraiity, because of the 
necessary exposure where they are port 
men and part women, but to those who are 
accustomed to be clad in a loin cloth, this 

is not dangerous. In fact, I believe it is a 
wise provision, inasmuch as there is no 
solitude and no privacy and vice flourishes 
best in the dark. The fact remains that 
among these Kaffirs the presence 
of half caste is rare and among 
the Cape negroes who have more liberty 
and more luxury, the absence of at least 
one half, caste in a large family would 
be noticeable. 

The Kaffir is peculiarly religious, and 
with the Zulu make the two best negro 
races in the south of Africa. From them 
much of the religious fervor of the Amerti- 
can negro comes, for when accustomed to 
the different races here you qufckly recog- 
nize the different types that you have seen 
in the homeland. I saw several huts filled 
with Kaffirs listening intently to one of 
their number reading from a Bible to them. 
In a couple more they were singing hymns 
in their own peculiar and not very melo- 
dious strains. .There were several churches. 
One was just dismissing the afternoon ser- 
vice as I passed. The parson was a coal 
black Kaffir. Resplendent in a silk hat, 
light trousers and a clerical coat of the 
latest cut, sporting a pipe in his mouth 
after his arduous labors and carrying a 
cane, he moved among his people, who 
were variously clad in colored tilks and 
plumed hats in case of those who had 
‘been on the ‘Rand long enough to get a iw: 
of money, and In other cases they had not 
enough to cover their nakedness. The 
usual greetings and sociability of a country 
church was manifest among them. Thea 
. pleasantness and chattiness of the Kaffir 
is proverbial. 

They are a well-missionaried people and 
bear the fruit of the labors of the good 
men who have lived among them. As a 
rule they are better read than the Dutch 
Boer, and apply the religion that hds been 
taught them better than the’ same class. 
There are many cases of real heroism 
' among them. We havea Kaffir in our em- 
ploy that has come to us several times 
and been with us for years. Heearns 25 
shillings a week. He lives on corn meal and 
supports his wife and family in far away 
Kaffirland. He ts ardently and genuinely 
religious. He has never been known to 
tell a He or take what was not his, and is 
constantly known in doing Uttle things 
which help a sick man of his people, etc. 
If such are the frults of religion, he is more 
a Christian than most of his So-called 
betters. This case can be duplicated ana 
the Kaffir is notably virtuous. as the old 
Jewish custom prevails among them, the 
marriage of a girl not known to be virtu- 
ous is impossible. She was slain ‘n the 
o'd days. Now she is either cast out to 
become a castaway and driven from her 
people or else she is kept in her father’s 
family as a degraded servant.

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everywhere, human nature is the same, 
and the fact that these people do not work 
along the recognized lines is a fact very 
hard for many of the churches to overlook. 
Altogether the native work seems fully as 
life. if not more so, than that among the 
whites. 

I visited one the great mines; one of 
the paying concerns. I say them bringing 
up the ore and scanned it in vain for the 
signs of gold that did not reveal themselves 
to my uninitiated eyes. I saw this ore 
put into the hopper tor crushing; saw the 
great “feet,” weighing half a ton each, 
treading on it and the water liquefying it 
and carrying it along to huge tanks, where 
in the form of sand, it is chemically treat- 
ed by the cyanide process, which is too 
intricate for a short explanation to do jus- 
tice to. But it made me think huw won- 
derful is science that enables man to coin 
wealth out of the bowels of the earth in 
euch a way. It is not like picking up nug- 
gets as in the old days in Australia and 
California or as in Alaska washing the gold 
in its pure state from the sands of the 
river beds. It is practically making rather 
than finding the gold, and it is the fich 
man’s field, rather than the poor man’s. 
It requires great capital to open up such 
mines and paves the way to the great cor- 
poration schemes and swindles in the flota- 
tion of new ventures that Has made it true 
that in getting gold out of African mines 
many men and families have buried all 
their wealth in African mines, but in @ 
way that makes it irrecoverable. 

Some of the mines pay their men fairly 
well. house them comfortably after the 
manner of their former usage and provide 
pleasant and helpful amusements for them. 
Others have their eyes wholly on the divi- 
dend that will enable the directory to sell 
out their holdings at a iarge prefit and 
leave the buyers to find that humanely 
worked, their new purchase wil] not pay a 
reasonable interest on the investment they 
havé put into it. Then comes Closure, la- 
borers discharged, shopkeepers left without 
a clientage and general hard times. Often 
these same mines would pay well if the 
investment meant simpiy enough to proper- 
ly develop and carry on the same. How 
many American railways are suffering 
from the same cause 


I have turned my back on the gold fields 
of the Rand, and am on my way through 
the Free State. My only companion in 
the railway compartment is an old Dutch 
farmer’s “husfraus.” She looks on in 
amazement as I write by machinery. She 
has been regaling me with interruptions 
in regard to ner visit to her married daugh- 
ter in that wicked city.

Her daughter was 
married and went away from home. That 
was an event. Now she has just beer up 
to welcome the grandchild and has been 
away from home “two long weeks. She 
is living, the great event of all.

General Garretson Submits Official Re- 
port: of the Fight. 


HE DESCRIBES THE LAND 


Engagement of July 26th in Porto Rico 
is Given in Detail. 


HE SAYS THE AMERICANS WERE BRAVE 


Spaniards Put Up a Stubborn Resist- 
ance for @uite Awhile, but 
Finally Give Way. 


Washington, September 24.—The war de- 
partment tonight made publie the official 
report of Brigadier Genera] G. A. Garretson 
or the action on Yauco road, in Porto 
Kico, on July 26th last, in which iis brigade 
Was engaged, The report is as follows: 

_ the vrigade iandea at Guanica on July 
eih at avuut lL a, m. During tne after- 
uvCn vot lat day 1 made a recuonnvissance 
wiih tWO OF my stall ofhfcers and Major 
Ww. OU, Hayes, vf the rirst Univ cavairy, 
Oi the roads and rails leading out of tiie 
Valicy in Which the .amp was situated. 
dois Valley runs neariy nortn and south 
und is about a mile wide. ‘Lhere are moun- 
luins ON either side about 400 feet higher. 
About three miles from the camp is a low 
runge Of hills, varying from nity to one 
hunared feet high, running at rignt angies 
w.th the valley. Narrow valley debouch 
to the north, east and west. Along the 
latter runs the road to.Sabana grange ana 
St. Berman. Along the northeastern valiey 
runs the road to Yauco. 

“As the enemy were reported at these 
places by the inhabitants of the valley, 
ine roads of the valley were carefully re- 
connoitered and the body of the enemy was 
discovered at the Hacienda Santa Decidera 
ot Antonio’ Mariana at about 4 p. m. This 
hacienda is situated nearly in the center 
of an oval piane about one mile by one 
and a half miles in diameter, surrounded 
for the most part by low hilis and sepa- 
rated by the hill above mentioned from 
the valley. 

“The distance between the plains men- 

tioned, measured through the base of the 
mountain, is about 1,400 yards. 
'*“The Yauco river runs through the plain 
of Hacienda, the valley of Guaniea and 
through the narrow valley connecting them. 
This narrow valley, constituting a defile, 
was the scene of the early action. A ba- 
nana field Hes on the east side of the road 
and the hill is covered with chaparral to 
the west. 

“The small hill on which the house of 
Ventura Quinones is situated affords a 
view of the hacienda. Here and along the 
road outposts, consisting of one company, 
G. Sixth Illinois, were posted. 

“At about 6 p. m.-a report was sent in 
from this outpost that this enemy, in con- 
siderable numbers, had been observed. I 
sent out two companies of the Sigth Mas- 
sachusetts as a reserve. 

‘“Puring the night the enemy opcned fire 
on the outposts and the commander sent 
in a report which arrived at camp at 2 a. 
m., July 26th, that an attack on the out- 
posts was expected. At 3 a. m. I, with my 
staff and Major W. C. Hayes, First Ohio 
eavalry, and five companies of the Sixth 
Massachusetts, left camp for the outposts 
on the Yauco road. The command arrived 
there shortly before daylight. From 
the reports of the outposts, ‘the enemy 
were supposed to be in the field to the 
right of the road to Yauco. Pickets were 
thrown off, and the command formed for 
attack. The company of the Sixth Illinois 


Tremained on the hill on which the house 


of Ventura Quinones is situated, and pro- 
tected our right flank. The remaining 
companies were collected, two as support 
end three as reserve. After advancing to 
within 200 vards of the plain of the hacin- 


: Sra. the Advance . ard of our. 
HAA Baliderers... was ro aT the 


eremy, who opened fire from-a positién on 
the hill to the west. The north and east 
slopes of the hil! intersect each other, 
forming an angle, It was along this angle 
that the enemy was posted. Their reserve 
was posted in a road leading from the 
hacienda to the east, and also opened a 
Strong fire on the road. The body of the 
enemy moved against the company on our 
right, company G, Sixth Illinois, stationed 
on the hill of Ventura Quinones. This com- 
pany had entrenched themselves during 
the night, and after repulsing the attacking 
force, directed their fire against the enemy 
on the hill to the west. 

“This conformation of the ground was 
such that the fire of the enemy’s reserves 
and party on the left was effective in the 
seemingly secure hollow in which our re- 
serves, were posted. The heavy volume of 
fire, the noise of shots striking the trees 
and on the ground, and the wounding of 
two men among the reserves, caused a 
momentary confusion among the trovups. 
Phey were quickly rallied and placed un- 
der cover. The fire of the advance party 
and supports was directed against the par- 
ty of the enemy on the hill and temporarily 
silenced their fire from that direction. 
“Our advance guard of two companies, 
ignoring the enemy on the hill, then de- 
ployed mainly to the right of the road, 
and were led with quick and accurate mili- 
tary judgment and great personal gallan- 
try by Lieutenant Langhorne, First cay- 
alry, and the reserves under the direction 
of Captain L. G. Betry charged against 
the rty on the west of the hill, through 
ga gp wire fence. 

“The reserves were deployed along the 
barbed wire fence running at right peiies 
to the road, conducted through the fence 
and breught up fn the rear and to the 
Jeft of the attacking party, conducted by 
lieutenant B. Ames, of the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts. The enemy were driven from tne 
till and retired to the valley, disappearing 
behind the hacienda. The reserves of the 
enemy ceased firing and retired. It was 
supposed that they had retired to the 
hacienda, as this house was surrounded on 
the sides presented to oivt view with. 
loovfoled walls. Tne troops on the hills 
were collected along the road. A reserve 
of three companies was established at the 
intersection of the road to Yauco. The two 
rompanics in advance which were deploy- 
ed, wheeled to the left and advanced 
through the cornfield on our right. The 
remainder of the command deployed and 
advanced to the thacienda enveloping it on 
the left. It was then atscovered that the 
enemy had retired from the hacienda in 
the direction of Yauco along cleverly con- 
cealed lines of retreat. 

“As the object of the expediticn was con- 
sidered accomplished, and in obedience to 
instructions received from Major General 
Miles. no further pursuit was undertaken. 

“The battalion of recruits of the regular 
army under Captain Hubert reported for 
orders, having heard the firing, but were 
not needed, and returned to camp. 

“The force of the enemy engaged in the 
hattle consisted of battalion Tweniy-five 
Patria of the Spanish army, and some-vol-. 
unteers, In all about 600 or 700 men, 

‘The casualties on our side were four 
slightly wounded. After the occupation of 
Vaucato, the casualties of the enemy were 
found to be one lieutenanf, one corneter 
killed. elghteen seriously and thirty-two 
siichtly wounded. 

“After the confusion resulting from the 
frst unexpected fire, the conduct of the

through my staff officers without hesita- 
tien.”

NEW HARBOR IS OPENED 


Emperor William Declares That He 
Will Yet Rule the Seas. 


AMERICAN PORK FINDS FRIENDS IN GERMANY 


Growth of the Socialist Party in Ger- 
many Has Been Phenomenally 
Rapid Recently. 


Berlin, September 24.—A new and highly 
important invention was tested at the Ger- 
man naval maneuvers ending this week. 
It was in the shave of a Greek phoenician 
fire invented by a Berlin engineer. It ig- 
nites on contact with the air or water, and 
cannot be quenched by either water of 
earth.

“While these facts are not disproved, 
and the statements as to the adulteration 
of American lard are uncorroborated, evi- 
dence has been found showing that all the 
repressive measures against foreign and 
especially against American meats muét 
be held to be unreasonable, and as gravely 
injuring German economic interests.” 

The entire press of Hamburg supports 
the statements, and the entire liberal press 
is beginning to agitate the matter in view 
of the ever-increasing price of meat, 

Socialist Party Grows. 

The Vorwaerts publishes a report of the 
socialist party, which will be submitted at 
its annual meeting at Stuttgart. It points 
out that socialism is steadily increasing 
throughout Germany, and has found its 
way into provinces, where a few. years 
ago socialism was unknown. The election 
campaign of the socialists cost 200,000 marks, 
the spreading of pamphlets proved the 
most successful, and the socialistic press 
now comprises sixty-eight political papers, 
two illustrated papers and two comic 
papers, one of which is illustrated. ‘The 
total receipts of the socialistic party for 
the year amounted. to 320,000,000 marks, and 
the expenditure footed up 340,000,000. 

Mhe brutal circumstances of the assassi- 
nation of Sergeant Scheinhardt by Count 
Stolberg-Wornigerode, a captain of cavalry, 
has caused much comment. It appears 
that Scheinhardt was superintending the 
cooking of rations during a bivouac of the 
Fifteenth Uhlans, near Hagenau, Alsace, 
when he received an order to get a load 
of forage. During bis.absence, the soldiers 
bungled in handling the stove, with the 
result that the food was spoiled. When 
Scheinhardt returned, Count Stolberg- 
Wornigerode summoned him, and abused 
thim, calling him the greatest blackguard 
and the lowest hound in the regiment. 
Scheinhardt naturally became excited, and 
replied that he did not think he deserved 
such names, whereupon the count boxed 
hig ears heavily, throwing him against a 
wagon. Scheinhardt then called out to two 
of his comrades, saying. 

“You saw that 1 was struck.” 

Thereupon the count flew into a rage, 
drew his sabre and stabbed the sergeant 
twice, first in the leg and then behind the 
ear. The sergeant took out his handker- 
chief to stanch the blood, and tried to 
stand at attention, but he dropped uncon- 
scioug and died in the hospital on the fol- 
lowing day. 

Scheinhardt was the son of a workman. 
The count formerly belonged to the 
Twelfth Hussars, which regiment he had to 
leave because the assaulted his orderly. 
Nevertheless, it appears that his present 
conduct is not regarded seriously by the 
German military. authorities, and if he is 
punished, which is doubtful, the will get 
off with a slight reprimand.

more people were using city water. 1 aise 
notice that of that number 34 were whites 
and 32 were co'ored, a majority on the side 
of the whites, and yet, we ail know that 
very few colored people use city water com- 
pared to the number of whites using it. 
Again, much alarm has been made about 
scarlet fever, but I notice for the same 
year that only seven deaths were caused 
by this dread disease, and of that number, 
6 were whites and 1 colored. 

“Again, in 18987, the total At- 
lanta numbered 1,826, and of that number 
only 54 were caused by typhoid fever, # of 
whom were whites and 24 colored; and

these figures stand out the bolder when you | 


notice that the per cent of death among the 
colored people caused from other troubles 
is nearly twice as great as among the 
whites, and bear in mind they use but very 
littie city water. For the sume year, 15 
deaths were caused by scarlet fever, 10 of 
whom were whites and 5 colared. 

“Now, the above figures, which are about 
an average for the last ten years, do not 
show such an alarming state as regards 
those diseases which the politicians say are 
caused by well water. he reports show 
that one-third of the deaths in Atlanta are 
caused by three diseases, to-wit: Consump- 
tion, pneumonia and diarrhoea, and that a 
little over one-third die in infancy, leaving 
a little less than one-third to die with all 
other diseases, including appendicitis, heart 
failure and such other fashionable and un- 
meaning names given to ailments that the 
doctors do not understand. 

“Surely, the above facts, which are taken 
from the reports of the departments, do not 
in the least justify the alarming and dan- 
gerous public statement of the superintend- 
ent of the waterworks, when he says in 
The Constitution of September 2ist that, 
‘if the people of Atlanta knew the suffer- 
ing in the city caused by the want of 
heakhful water, and if they could visit the 
localities I have, and hear the appeals that 
are made to the members of the board, as 
well as myself, for water, that gift of the 
Creator, which should be pure and health- 
ful. and if they could visit the fever- 
stricken districts of this city and listen to 
the pitiful tales which IL have had to un- 
dergo, they would rise up unanimously and 
give the necessary relief by voting for the 
issuing of these bonds, etc.’ 

‘“T feel sure that the citizens of Atlanta 
are too well posted as to the conditions of 
their city to be alarmed, and rush off and 
vote for bonds and encourage the lavish 
expenditure of money, and increase the 
debt and burdens of the people unneces- 
sarily. merely upon the statements of 
alarmists, who sneak generally and give 
but little upon which to base their argu- 
ments.”’ — 


MONES AS FIREMEN. 


An Ancient Belgian Custom Now For- 
tunately Abolished.

St. Trond, a small town in the east of 
Belgium, had an institution of quite a 
unique character umtil a very recent date. 
A Turkish fire brigade at work is an 
amusing and picturesque sight, but it is 
tame in comparison with the St. Trond fire 
brigade. This was composed of the friars 
of a Franciscan monastery in the town. to 
whom the task of extinguishing fires had 
been committed for many years. 

The few simple appliances for extinguish- 
ing were kept at the friary, and about 
thirty of the younger friars were always 
dispatched to the scene of the conflagra- 
t.on. 

It was a most incongruous sight to see 
the good friars dragging their scanty im- 
plements to the scene of action. A diiapi- 
dated hesepipe was almost the only scien- 
tific appliance they were possessed of, and 
8s this was well worn and generously 
pumctured, it was decorated at intervais 
while in action with the huge red hand- 
aerchief of a friar, tied roumi to prevent 
the escape of water. 

Most of tue work was dole with pails 
and buckets. Tucking up the skirts of 
their heavy brown tunics and tightening 
their girdles, the young friars plunged into 
the work with great zeal, the red glare of 
=e fire falling pictuYesquely on their clean 
haven polls, bare feet and quaint cos- 
tumes, and on the squat figures of the oider 
friars, who had come to superintend opera- 
tions. 

No one regretted more than the friars 
themselves when the town recently took 
this very umspiritual service upon its own 
shoulders. The fire bell had always been a 
most welcome diversion for the younger 
friars, and the wild rush through the town 
at night and the exciting work had given 
vo a mama to talk of for weeks after- 
wards.

A stranger in the city, 
standing near the lunchroom and watch- 
ing the scene with great interest as the 
four different sections arrived, said to the 
writer: ;

Progress of the Political Campaiga in 
North Carolina. 


HOW THE DISTRICTS STAND 


The Chances of Success Between the 
Parties. 


ABOUT THE WEATHER AND THE CROPS 


The Situation Now Seems To Be Quite 
Favorable—Movements of Prom- 
inent People in the State. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 24.—(Specia!.)— 
Nearly all the congressional nominations 
have been made and the campaign of the 
candidates is in very active progress. 

In the first district the nominees are 
John H. Small, democrat; Harry Skinner, 
populist-republican. Skinner was renom- 
inated by the populists and indorsed by 
the republicans. There is a small populist 
cabal against him. 

In the second district the republicans re- 
nominated George H. White, the only ne- 
gro congressman. The populists nominated 
James EB, Loyd, with the avowed purpose 
of forcing the democrats to vote for him 
to defeat White. The democratic commit- 
tee made no nomination. It is waiting to 
see if Loyd makes a declaratign for white 
supremacy. If he does, democrats will 
support him. It wiil require the full dem- 
ocratic-populist vote to defeat White. The 
populist state chairman says Loyd will 
certainly remain in the field. 

In the third district Charles R. Thomas 
is the democratic nominee. John E. Fow- 
ler is renominated by the populists. The 
republicans refuse to indorse him and 
make the claim that it is their right to 
make the nomination in this district and 
for the populists to support the republi- 
can nominee. The populist state chairman 
says that Fowler will continue in the field. 
The republicans call a convention for Sep- 
tember 29th and say that at this time they 
will nominate either 8S. H. Buchanan or 
A. H. Slocumb. 

In the fourth district the democrats have 
made no nomination as yet, but the choice 
will probably be Ed Chambers Smith. If 
he is not the nominee it will be either 
James R. Young or Mark 8. Spruill. The 
populists have nominated J. J. Jenkins, 
and on the 29th instant the republicans 
will, in convention, indorse him. 

In the fifth district the democrats have 
renominated William W. Kitchin. The re- 
publicans have nominated Spencer B. Ad- 
ams, having an agreement with the pop- 
ulists that the latter will indorse him. The 

admit that they really dictated 
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of the friends of ex-Congressman Thomas 
Settle, who declare that the latter was 
the real choice of the republicans. 

In the sixth district the repwblicans 
nominated Oliver H. Dockery, who two 
years ago was defeated by Daniel L. Rus- 
sell for the republican nomination for gov- 
ernor. The populists indorsed Dockery, 
claiming they did it because he was a free 
silver man. The democratic nominee is 
John D. Bellamy. 

In the seventh district Theodore F. Kluttz 
is the democratic nominee. The populists 
nominated Morrison H. Caldwell and the 
republicans indorsed him, 

In the eighth district the republicans re- 
nominated Romulus Z. Linney. The agree- 
ment with the populists is that they shall 
indorse Linney. There is a powerful com- 
bination of republicans against Linney and 
over half of the delegates to the conven- 
tion at which he was nominated bolted 
his nomination and a month later held a 
convention which nominated J. O. Wilcox. 
The latter has within the past fortnight 
died. John M. Brown, an ex-congressman, 
announces himself as an independent re- 
publican candidate. The bolters met again 
in convention on the 26th instant and will 
indorse Brown, it is understood. The dem- 
ocratic convention meets September 27th 
and will nominate either ex-Congressman 
W. H. Bower or H. L. Green. 

In the ninth district the democrats have 
nominated ex-Congressman William T. 
Crawford. The republicans have renom- 
inated Richmond Pearson. The populists 
have made no nomination. They are but 
a handful in that district and they claim 
that their vote is not necessary to elect 
Pearson. 

It should be borne in mind that in no 
district are the populists united solidly.

that recent developments in the oricnt 
have tended to support this charge. But 
Count Oassini, Ragsia’s ambassador at 
Washington, declaYes that nothing could 
be further from the actual truth. 

This. distinguished official has not re- 
sided in this country long, but he ‘is 
considered the ablest representative ever 
sent by Russia to any foreign court. He 
caMe over to the United States during 
the early summer months to look after 
the interests of Russia pending the solu- 
tion of the various problems developed 
by the war with Spain and incidentally 
to cultivate more closely the friendship 
of the United States. What Count Cas- 
sini says in regard to the affairs of Rus- 
sia may be accepted without distrust. 
His reputation for honesty as well as 
for sagacity ranks deservedly high. 
While stopping at Narragansett Pier 
several days ago, Count Cassini was 
interviewed by one of the metropolitan 
newspapers in regard to affairs in Rus- 
sia and more particularly in regard to 
the Trans-Siberian railway system. He 
declared that this enterprise was pro- 
gressing rapidly, and that it would prob- 
ably be completed through to Vladivos- 
tock, onthe Asiatic seacoast, within 
two years. Touching upon the motive 
of Russia in building the Trans-Siberian 
railway system, Count Cassini repelled 
with great warmth and earnestness the 
charge that Russia was actuated by any 
other motive in the matter save that 
of acquiring commercial advantages. In 
order to develop the vast extent of ter- 
ritory comprised within the limits of 
Siberia, he maintained that some com- 
mercial outlet was needed on the Asiat- 
ic seacoast, and that such was the only 
purpose which Russia had in view in 
the construction of the Trans-Siberian 
railway system. 

With respect to the future of China, 
Count Cassini declared that it was full 
of possibilities. He also gave it as his 
opinion that China would never be di- 
vided among the powers. He avowed 
that Russia had more territory than she 
knew what to do with at present, and 
that she did not covet any of China’s. 
Touching upon the attitude of Russia 
toward the United States, Count Cassini 
declared that his government enter- 
tained the kindliest sentiments toward 
us. He refused to allow  him- 
self to be interviewed in regard to the 
disposition of the Philippine islands, 
but stated that he felt sure that the 
statesmanship of the United States 
would deal wisely with that problem.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The recent death of Judge Thomas M. 
Cooley at his home in Ann Arbor, 'Mich., 
deprives the legal profession in the United 
States of one of its most distinguished 
members and something more than a bare 
chronological paragraph is due to the mel- 
ancholy event. Though not a man of 
brilliant parts, Judge Cooley was a pro- 
found student and a strong writer on legal 
topics. We quote the following short bio- 
graphical sketch of the eminent jurist for 
the benefit of our readers: 

“Thomas Mclntyre Cooley was born in 
Attica, N. Y., in 1824, and studied law in 
Palmyra, N. Y., and in Adrian, Mich., be- 
ing admitted to the bar in the latter place 
in 1846. He began the practice of his pro- 
fession there and at Tecumseh, at the 
same time acting as editor of a newspaper 
called The Watch Tower. In 1857 he was 
appointed to compile the general statutes 
of (Michigan, and in the fo:lowing year be- 
came reporter of the supreme court. He 
was selected to be professor of law in the 
University of Michigan in 1859, and was 
elected a justice of the supreme court of 
the state in 18644. He served until 1885, when 
he retired, after being chief justice for a 
number of years. When a school of polit- 
ical ecience was established in the Univer- 
sity of Michigan in 1881, he assumed the 
professorship of constitutional and admin- 
istrative law. Later he occupied the chair 
of American history in the university, and 
lectured on constitutional law. Among his 

ublications May be mentioned ‘Digest of 
Michigan Reports,’ ‘Constitutional Limita- 
tions upon the Legislative Powers of the 
States, ‘The Law of Taxation,” ‘The 
Law of Torts,’ ‘General Princ'ples of Con- 
stitutional Law in the United States,’ 

‘Michigan, a History of Government,’ etc, 
For the thirty years succeeding the war, 
from 1865 on, there was, perhaps, no lawyer 
in the United States so universall~ conced- 
ed to be of the first rank as Judge Cooley. 
In 1886 he was appointed receiver of the 
Wabash railroad. When the interstate 
commerce commission was organized, 
Judge Cooley’s great reputation as a jurist 
impelled President Cleveland to appoint 
him a member of the commisston, and his 
associates elected him chairman.

Where the Shoe Pinches. 


Editor Constitution—I want to commend 
your editorial of the 20th instant, headed, 
“A Bill of Particulars.’”” Ghould every 
democratic paper in the United States pub- 
lish it in every issue from now until the 
next presidential election it would not be 
emphasizing the subject too much. I am 
proud in remembering that I was a mem- 
ber of the convention that declared for 
the free colnage of silver at 16 to 1—the 
one that nominated Major Black for con- 
gress in 1894. I do not know whether the 
ffee coinage of silver would sufficiently 
increase the amount of money in circula- 
tion to perform the mission of money, yet 
I do knhow--if I know anything—that there 
is not enough money in circulation now ‘to 
perform that mission. 

The monometallists are fond of referring 
to government statistics to show that 
there is more money now in the United 
States than ever before. So there may be, 
and yet not enovgh in circulation. If 
100,000 mules and horses are required to 
do the plowing and ofher service in this 
State is would be no reply to a crying de- 
mand for mules and horses to say and 
prove that there are actually 100,000 in the 
state, while 50,000 of them are penned up jn 
a few livery stables and not allowed to 
work. Just so are hundreds of millions 
of money now pennned up in banks and 
money centers and .not allowed to circu- 
late—perform the mission of money. 
Money is harder to get than any other 
class of property. This should not be. 
Any person who can buy goods on credit 
ought to be able to borrow money, and 
wuld be able to do so if there was enough 
money in circulation. The merchants in 
Augusta will sell goods to any reliable 
person, including many not reliable, on 
long as well as short credit: yet the banks 
here, and elsewhere, too, wil! only lend 
money to a certain few, with approved se- 
curity, for only sixty or ninety days. 

If a farmer goes to a bank to borrow 
money, offering hig land as security, the 
reply is, “‘O no, we only lend money on ap- 
proved personal security,” thus refusing 
the only kind of security that can neither 
burn up nor abscond And yet the writer 
knows of a man here in Augusta who, a 
few weeks ago, wanted $400 for six months, 
and offered as indorser one of the strong- 
est financial concerns in Augusta, but 
could not get it from the banks, because 
they only lend money for sixty and ninety 
days. I thought it was the business of 
banks to leid money and not merely act 
as semi-borrowers, by receiving deposits; 
yet they will only lend to those wha.’are 
least in need of borrowing. The farmer 
(the only real producing class) must beg a 
few dollars of the cotton factor and gen- 
eral merchant and pay 15 to 50 per cent 
interest, in the way of “‘obligations’’ an@ 
time prices. 

There is something ‘rotten in Denmark’”’ 
where a few men are allowed to lessen the 
amount of money in circulation, until 
money is harder to get than any other 
class of property. Where the property of 
the money tholder is doubled in value 
the value of all property is correspond- 
ingly lessened.

The voter will then walk to 
the booth, make out his ticket without 
being. spoken to and will return another 
Way, handing his vote to the managers 
and clerks, who will have charge of the 
ballot box. No one can speak to the voter 
while he is in the room and no one but a 
voter will be allowed there, except, of 
course, the managers, clerks, a member 
of the executive committee and probably 
& policeman, who will stand at the door 
to keep the voters moving along in line.”’ 


The Rules of the Primary. 
The following rules and regulations of the 
citizens’ executive committee, adopted April 


7, 1898, Wiu govern the conduct of the pri- 
mary: 


Reso.ved, by the city executive commit- 
tee of the cit of AUanta, that a white 
primary election be heid on Wednesday, 
Vetober 5, 1s%, for the nomination of the 
following olmecers: A «mayor of the city 
of Atlanta, two aldermen at large, one 
from the north side and one from the 
South side; seven counciimen, one from 
each ward; a city clerk. city marshal, city 
treasurer, ciiy tax collector, city engineer, 
city commissioner of public works, city 
comptroLer, city attorney, city sexton and 
any other city officers to be elected at the 
regular election in December, 1898. 

Resolved, second, IMnat the polis of said 
Primary shall be opened in each ward in 
the city of Atlanta at 7 a. m. and remain 
open until 7 p. m.; that a ballot box shall 
be placed at each voting precinct in the 
city of Atlanta, in charge of three sworn 
managers for each ward and three sworn 
clerks at each place, to be appointed and 
published at least six days before said pri- 
mary by a sub-committee of seven, being 
one from each ward from the regular exec- 
—— committee to be appointed by the 
chair, 

Resolved, third, That all legally qualified 
white voters whose names appear on the 
list of the registered voters up to and in- 
cluding September 23, 1898, shall be entitled 
tO participate in said primary. 

Resolved, fourth, That no registration 
certificates will be allowed on election day. 
The managers will allow no one to vote 
unless his name appears on the regular 
registration list 

Resolved, fifth, That the sub-committee 
provided for above shall appoint and an- 
nounce the managers and clerks in each 
ward in said primary, and fill any and 
all vacancies up to the day of primary; in 
the event any manager or clerk shali not 
appear, the manager or managers appear- 
ing shall appoint men to fill all vacancies 
On said day; shall arrange for polling 
Places, ballot boxes and make all arrange- 
ments for properly vonducting said pri- 
mary. They shall also assess each candi- 
date an amount necessary~ to defray the 
expenses of said election, such as poll rent. 
furnishing meals, managers’ and clerks’ 
hire and all necessary expenses of said 
election, and dispense the same. 

Resolved, sixth, Thaf every voter partici- 
pating in this primary shall be considered 
as pledged to support the nominees of 
the same. 

Resolved, seventh, That the executive 
committee assemble at the council cham- 
ber on Thursday, October 6, 1898 at 12 
o'clock, to announce the result of the 
election according to the rules laid down 
for the government of this primary. 


Special Rules. 


1, That the use of carriages or other 
conveyances, either directly or indirectly, 
by candidates on the day of the primary 
election, for the purpose of conveyin 
voters to or from the voting places, shall 
be prohibited. This rule, of course, not to 
apply, to individual voters using their own 
private conveyances for their personal use. 

2. That it shall not be admissible for any 
candidate desiring to be voted for at this 
primary to engage paid workers in his be- 
half; that no such candidate shall at any 
time, after the adoption of this resolution, 
either directly or indirectly, pay to any 
person any sum of money or other valuable 
consideration, or promise or agree to pay, 
or otherwise give, either directly or indi- 
rectly, any valuable consideration, either 
before, durffig or after the day of the 
primary, in’ consideration of the vote of 
such person or of his influence or services 
in seeking to secure or control the votes of 
others in favor of such candiaate. 

8. That upon evidence satisfactory to this 
executive committee that any candidate has 
been guilty of a violation of any of the 
foregoing special rules, the vote in favor 
of such candidate shall be declared null 
and void, and the person receiving the 
next highest vote for said nomination shall 
be declared the regular nominee for said 
office. In the event there is no other can- 
didate contesting for such nomination, or 
in the event all contestants for nomination 
for any given office shall forfeit their 
romination, by violations of the foregoing 
Special rules, it shall then be the duty 
of this executive committee to arrange for 
nominations to be madé for such office. 

4. That all persons are hereby put on 
notice that any candidate who submits his 
claims to the voters of Atlanta at this 
primary election, by that action agrees to 
the conditions under which said election 
is to be held, including these spectal rules, 
and obligates himself to conform to the 
Same and to abide by the action of this 
executive committee in its enforcement of 
said rules and requirements. 

5. That on October 6, 1898, at the meeting 
of this executive committee, the successful} 
candidates for the nominations for the 
different offices be required to make affi- 
davit that he has fully complied with spe- 
cial rules 1, 2,3 and 4 hereof, and has not 
in letter or spirit violated the same in any 
respect, and that on failure of any candi- 
date to subscribe to such affidavit, that 
the nomination be awarded to the candi- 
date receiving the highest vote who shall 
make such affidavit 
Rules governing primary to be held Oc- 
tober 5, 1898. adopted by sub-committee 
August 15, 1893: 

1. This sub-committee shall print all the 
tickets to be voted at said primary. Said 
tickets shall be uniform in size, color and 
arrangement, and shal] be designated as 
the “Official Ballot.’’ Said tickets shall 
contain on one side the names of al] the 
candidates for the respective offices. and 
on the back of same shal] be the words, 
“Official Ballot,” and the signatures of the 
chairman and secretary of this sub-com- 
mittee. The color, size and arrangement 
of said ticket shall be decided by said 
sub-committee, and by them kept secret 
until] the morning of the election. The 
managers are hereby instructed not to 
count any ticket other than the “Official 
Ballot’? as above described. 

2. The voting shall be done in a room to 
be selected and prepared by this gub-com- 
mittee in the respective wards, und the 
ballot box shall be located as nearly as 
practicable in the certer of said room. It 
shal] be the duty of tae managers to see to 
it that there is but cne entrance for voters 
or others to said room, and that all other 
entrances, if any, shall be kept closed by 
the managers during said election and the 
count. The exit shall be through the same 
door as the entrance. 

8. One each of the three sworn managers 
and clerks at the respective voting pre- 
cincts shall be stationed together at the 
entrance of said room; and it shall be the 
duty of said clerk ta have a copy of the 
registration list, and to ascertain from 
same whether or not each person desiring 
to vote is registered, and if registered, the 
clerk shall notify the manager at the door. 
and when given such notice, it shall be the 
duty of such manager to furnish said vo- 
ter with one of the above desrribed ‘“Of- 
ficial] Ballots,”” together with a card of in-

When the voter has: prepared his 
ticket he shall proceed to the ballot box to 
have the same deposited without delay, 
and after depositing same with the mana- 
gor, he shall retire from the room imme- 
diately. ‘The-manager at the entrance 
shall furnish the ‘“‘Otficial Ballot’ to those 
only, whom the clerk at the door declares 
registered, and to no other persons, and he 
shal] give each voter one ticket, and if 
geaid voter shall make a mistake in ar- 
ranging ‘his ticket, he can, by delivery of 
gaid ticket to the manager at the door, 
procure another, and continue to do so un- 
til he ‘has been furnished not exceeding 
three tickets. The manager shall take up 
said mutilated tickets before furnishing 
another, and shall destroy them, and shall 
in no instance furnish more fhan three 
tickets to any one voter. 

4. There shal] be a sufficient number of 
beoths in each of the rooms of the re 
spective voting jeecincts to accommodate 
the registered voters of said pr®cinct, 

& It shall be the duty of the two mana- 
gers at the ballot box in each of the re- 
spective precincts to keep a registration 
list, and to verify the registration of each 
voter before depositing his ballot in the 
box, in order to eee that no mistake has 
been made by a clerk at om door.

November on an excursion, which will be 
run by a party of well-known Atlantians. 

A large number of people throughout the 
south are anxious to visit both Cuba and 
Porto Rico, but the expense of the trip and 
the lack of knowledge of the place would 
in mamy cases be a preventive. On this ex- 
cursion they will be given an opportunity 
of visiting every important port of the 
island and will be taken to the most in- 
teresting portion of the cities by competent 
guides who are familiar with the histcry 
of the places. 

The excursion is beimg arranged by 
Messrs. S. B. Townes, H. S. McKee and 
Cliff W. Ansley and their associates, All 
three of these gentlemen will go on the 
trip and will make all the arrangements, 

They have leased a fine steamer for the 
trip and will have complete control of it. 
The boat will leave Brunswick, Ga., be- 
tween November Ist and 15th and will go 
straight to Nassau, where a short stop 
will be made. If the port regulations per- 
mit it they will make a stop at several 
Cuban ports and then proceed to Porto 
Rico.

New York, September 4.—The Financier 
says: 

“Whether the actual condition of the 
New York banks at the close of the week 
lg shown in the current statement is a4 
matter of doubt, but the exhibit is even 
more favorable than had been expected, 
go far as percentages of reserves are con- 
cerned. Several factors of importance 
which developed within the past few days 
influenced the totals. The first of the gold 
imports have been added to specie ac- 
count, tie losses to the treasury were very 
much less than have been reported of 
late, and the interior movement continues 
light. By contracting their loans, the 
: have been able to reduce their de- 
posits, thereby bringing down the reserve 
requirements and apparently adding to the 
cash on hand. In this manner the reserve 
excess was increased no less than $%,012,- 
475, of which $1,183.90 came from a gain 
in specie and legals, and $2,828,575 from the 
leasened 25 per cent requirement due to 
the contraction of $11,314.400 in deposits. 
As a result of these changes the surplus 
reserve now stands at $8,252,875, which does 


not compare as unfavorably with the aver- 


: reserve this. season in other years as 
mieht be imagined. The strain on the 
banks incident to the settlement of the 
bond transactions is probably atan end 
and the heavy liquidation which decreased 
loans $30,000,000 during the month of Sep- 
tember will give way to a more moderate 
adjustment. It begins to look as though 
the New York banks will not be called 
u to the usual extent for crop money. 
Eighty millions of treasury deposits widely 
distributed are important in this connec- 
tion, and the recent rise in rates in New 
York developed the fact that interior in- 
stitutions had plenty of money to loan at

The extreme low price for cotton, 
together with yellow fever quarantine, is 
affecting trade somewhat, but the latter 
comes too laté to be of long duration or 
to interfere materially with business, The 
price of cotton, however, is a more serious 
matter, and unless it improves, sales will 
be limited to the immediate necessities of 
the planter, the surplus crop being held for 
a more favorable market. If this should 
occur in the near future it would place in 
the south many millions of dollars to he 
applied to industrial improvement and 
other forms of investment, but otherwise 
We must rely upon outside capital for the 
development of our resources. 

Attorney General Terrell has advised 
Comptroller General Wright that Atlanta 
and West Point debentures are subject to 
taxation, and tax collectors throughout the 
state have been furnished with a list of 
holders of these securities with instructions 
to collect taxes for the present and prev- 
lous years upon them, the comptroller 
general taking the position that the tax 
follows the property and that an innocent 
holder who has purchased since tax return 
day of this year may be maile to pay if 
former owners decline to do _ sgs0.

How the Dispute Arose. 

So far as real history goes there are 
some few facts on which the present con- 
troversy in based. Columbus died in Val- 
ladolid on May 20, 1506, and was buried 
there. His male issue became extinct with 
the third generation, and his titles and es- 
tates passed to a scion of the house of 
Braganza, whoO made merfy with it. The 
high ideas of Columbus as to his posterity 
thus resulted in nothing, and his elaborate 
ante-mortem plans, which were set forth 
in his will, failed of their purpose. When 
his son Diego died he, too, was buried at 
Valladolid, and so was his grandson,. Lu- 
is, who was the last of the line. But it was 


' mever the great navigator’s intention to 
let his remains rest in Spain—or, in fact, 


in any part of the Old World—and after 
being transferred to the Carthusian mon- 
astery of Las Cuevas Seville, preparations 
were begun at once to have al) three bodies 
shipped over sea to Santa Domingo, then 
known as “Hispaniola,” or “Little Spain.” 

Columbus loved Santo Domingo, and lived 
there whénever he lived anywhere on 
shore. He built himself a house close be- 
side the beautiful harbor on the southeast 
coast of the island, and laid out the city 
which now stands there. In the latter 
part of July I spent a couple of days in 
the picturesque old place, and would like 
to thave remained a month. Everything in 
the city is the oldest in the western hem- 
isphere—it has the oldest church, the oldest 
fort, the oldest house, the oldest school- 
house, the oldest everything else in civil- 
ized life. I brought back with me a great 


' jot of photographs and books and other 


things of material interest about the island, 
which has flown more different kinds of 
flags than any other territory of its size 
on earth, and I am preparing a story about 
it now. After several centuries of a shut- 
tlecock existence among the nations it has 
assumed a government of a sort which is 
at once high tragedy. and low romedy, and 
it is wonderful how ignorant our people 
have been about it, seeing that it is so near 
a neighbor. 
Priests Play a Part. 

The claims of Valladolid to the remains 
are not, in the writer's humble judgment, 
worthy of much consideration, for all his- 
tories agree even to the minutest detail 
as to the ceremony of transferring the 
bodies to Santo Domingo. Here they were 
interred in a solid marble room beside 
the silver altar of the Dominican cathe- 


. dral, and the celebration which markea 


the event lasted for weeks. They were not 
disturbed until 179, when the tangled af- 
fairs of the little island, both internal and 
external, led to its being ceded to France. 
Then, with great pomp and glory, the Co- 
lumbus casket was disinterred, and its 
contents conveyed to Havana, where there 
was. another long series of ceremonies in 
placing them in the wall of the Hayana 
cathedral, where they still are. The war- 
ship Descubridar, with the San tla- 
renzo as escort, carried the remains, and 
they were guarded throughout the,’ )q’age 
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that they were not. They will tell you 
that when the Spanish ships came after 
them in 1795 the good priests, jealous of 
the treasure which they had guarded so 
long, pointed out the casket containing 
the remains of Diego Columbus, and it 
was the dust of this young man that was 
taken to Havana. They will give you s0 
much proof of it that your head will swim, 
and as you sit in the cool, dark cathedral 
and listen to them, you will become con- 
vinced that they have the best end of the 
argument. ‘There is something in the way 
they worship that little box of ashes that 
will do more toward making you believe 
in them than in their words and papers. 
Somehow you feel that they know Colum- 
bus is theirs, and in the ancient town, 
where every building is a monument to the 
“Una Almirante” and where his spirit 
lives as it never can anywhere élise, it 
would seem sacrilege to even doubt their 
word, It is the home of Columbus. 
A Disputei Inscription. 

I do not think it is necessary to go into 
the priests’ story at any great length, for 
they are inclined to be prolix, are these 
worthy Dominicans. They can say less in 
a larger conversation than any people I 
know. But, in a word, they are sure they 
have the case in which Columbus's body 
was sent to them from Valladolid, and they 
have the remains of Louis, the grandson. 
This case is made of lead, and is big, 
heavy and ugly. I was permitted to take 
some excellent photographs of it, and 
they appear with this. On either side is 
affixed a silver label, and these, too, I took 
pictures of. The one label contains sim- 
ply the words ‘“Christobal Colon,” and 
what the other contains is a matter of 
dispute, In fact, this second labe] ig really 
the cause of nine-tenths of the alterca- 
tion which has ever existed between Ha- 
vana and Santo Domingo over the re- 
mains, 

It is an abbreviated inscription, and the 
Dominicans say it reads: ‘‘Case containing 
the remains of Christopher Columbis, 
first admiral.”” The Havanese translate 
the ‘“‘containing’’ to read “appertaining 


to,” which makes the meaning entirely | 


different. They say the inscription wag 
put on the casket when the body of Co- 
lumbus was removed as a certificate that 
it did once contain the remains, and hence 
is of extraordinary historic interest. As 
to which is right I haven't a syllable to 
say, for it is all so much’ obelisk-talk td 
me, and every reader may figure it out 
for himself.

, on the cession of that island to the 
French, the relics were re-exhumed and 
‘transferred with great’ state and sol- 
emnity to the cathedral in Havana, 
their present resting place.

in any part of the Old World—and after 
being transferred to the Carthusian mon- 
astery of Las Cuevas Seville, preparations 
were begun at once to have al) three bodies 
shipped over sea to Santa Domingo, then 
known as “‘Hispaniola,’’ or ‘Little Spain.’’ 

Columbus loved Santo Domingo, and lived 
there whénever he lived anywhere on 
shore.

Priests Play a Part. 

The claims of Valladolid to the remains 
are not, in the writer's humble judgment, 
worthy of much consideration, for all his- 
tories agree even to the minutest detail 
as to the ceremony of transferring the 
bodies to Santo Domingo. Here they were 
interred in a solid marble room beside 
the silver altar of the Dominican cathe- 


- dral, and the celebration which markea 


the event lasted for weeks. They were not 
disturbed until 1795, when the tangled af- 
fairs of the little island, both internal and 
external, led to its being ceded to France. 
Then, with great pomp and glory, the Co- 
lumbus casket was disinterred, and its 
contents conveyed to Havana, where there 


: was another long series of ceremonies in 


placing them in the wall of the Hayana 
cathedral, where they still are. The war- 
ship Descubridar, with the San lao- 
renzo as escort, carried the remains, and 


will say with a chuckle, if you ask them, 
that they were not. They will tell you 
that when the Spanish ships came after 
them in 179% the good priests, jealous of 
the treasure which they had guarded so 
long, pointed out the casket containing 
the remains of Diego Columbus, and it 
was the dust of this young man that was 
taken to Havana. They will give you so 
much proof of it that your head will swim, 
and as you sit in the cool, dark cathedral 
and listen to them, you will become con- 
vinced that they have the best end of the 
argument. There is something in the way 
they worship that little box of ashes that 
will do more toward making you believe 
in them than in their words and papers. 
Somehow you feel that they know Colum- 
bus is theirs, and in the ancient town, 
where every building is a monument to the 
“Una Almirante” and where his spirit 
lives as it never can anywhere élse, it 
would seem sacrilege to even doubt their 
word. It is the home of Columbus. 
A Disputei Inscription. 

I do not think it is necessary to go into 
the priests’ story at any great length, for 
they are inclined to be prolix, are these 
worthy Dominicans. They can say less in 
a larger conversation than any people I 
know. But, in a word, they are sure they 
have the case in which Columbus’s body 


was sent to them from Valladolid, and they 
have the remains of Louis, the grandson. 
This case is made of lead, and is big, 
heavy and ugly. I was permitted to take 
some excellent photographs of. it, and 
they appear with this. On either side is 
affixed a silver label, and these, too, I took 
pictures of. ‘The one label contains sim- 
ply the words “Christobal Colon,” and 
what the other contains is a matter of 
dispute. In fact, this second labe] ig really 
the cause of nine-tenths of the alterca- 
tion which has ever existed between Ha- 
vana and Santo Domingo over the re- 
maings. 

It is an abbreviated inscription, and the 
Dominicans say it reads: ‘“‘Case containing 
the remains of Christopher Columbis, 
first admiral.”’ The Havanese translate 
the ‘‘containing’’ to read “appertaining 
to,” which makes the meaning entirely | 
different. They say the inscription wag 
put on the casket when the body of Co- 
lumbus was removed as a certificate that 
it did once contain the remains, and hence 
is of extraordinary historic interest. As 
to which is right I haven’t a syllable to 
say, for it is all so much obelisk-talk to | 
me, and every reader may figure it out 
for himself. But you can get up an argu- 
ment in less time in Santo Domingo or Ha- 
Vana than you can in a populist conven- 
tion if you take either view. ‘The only 
thing that the two cities agree on is the 
absurdity of Italy’s claim to the remains. 
They say the Genoa folks are bowing 
down to the grave of one who was not 
even of Columbus's time.

SHORT HISTORY OF THE 
- WEST END BAPTIST CHURCH 


(Read at the dedication service by J. D. 
Frazier, September 11, 1898.) 

The West End Baptist church was or- 
ganized in what was then known as Dunn’s 
chapel, located at the corner of Oak and 
Ashby streets, April] 22, 1888. 

The presbytery was composed of dele- 
the various Baptist 
ehurches of the city and was formed by 
the election of Dr. Henry McDonald, chair- 
man, and Judge James A, Anderson, secre- 
tary. 

The church covenant, articles of faith, 
constitution and rules of decorum were 
read and accepted by thirty-seven members 
holding letters from other Baptist churches 
and the church was constituted in regular 
‘form. For several months after the or- 
ganization of the church, no regular 
preaching services were held, but the Jittle 
hand met weekly in the capacity of prayer 
meeting and continued to prosecute the 
work with renewed energy in the Sunday 
school. which they had been carrying on 
for more than qa year previous to organiz- 
ing the church. 

After organizing the church the necessary 
officers were elected and proper committees 
were appointed to proceed with the work 
before them. 

The duty of one of these committees was 
to seleet a suitable lot upon which to sub- 
sequently erect a church house, and how 
well that committee performed its duty one 
only has te step outside and see the lot 
upon which this church stands and ob- 
serve that it is located at the crossroads 
of Gordon and Lee atreets. two of the 
most prominent, as well as the most pop- 
ular, streets of Atlanta, making thé loca- 
tion accessible from ‘alt points, north, 
south, east and west, and can be reached 
by almost every mode of travel Known to 
the present generation, though most of us 
use the footpower. 

Another committee was appointed of no 
less importance,/and was composed of the 
entire thirty-seven members, and as many 
of their friends as they could enlist in the 
cause. This committee was to solicit funds 
with which to pay for the lot and to erect 
the Sunday school room. This committee 
also performed its duty well, and when the 
purchase of the lot was made the price 
of the same was paid in cash. 

In the meantime weeks were growing inte 
months, and we were looking around for 
& good preacher brave enough to risk his 
life and that of his family from starvation 
ta take charge of our church. Quite @ 
number were invited to preach for us, but 
the unfortunate one upon whose shoulders 
the mantle fell was our present pastor, 
Dr. 8. Y. Jameson, whose first work with 
ug as pastor, began on the first Sunday in 
December, 1898. Brother Jameson has been 
with us and one of us for nearly ten years. 
After Brother Jameson accepted the call 
to this church, and before he took charge, 


we rented and fitted up the hall over the 


the corner of Lee and 
Gordon streets, where we worshiped 
for eleven months, while our Sunday 
school room was being erected, going into 
it On the first Sunday in November, 1889. 

It was a come down for our congregation 
t0 move from a second story hall into the

ON NEXT SATURDAY. 

There ‘s to be a great “Work Day’’ in 
north Georgia for a great purpose. Why 
cannot every person, every child, join in 
this grand work for helpless orphanhood 
in giving Saturday, October ist, all they 
can make to the orphans? 

The Orphans’ home at Decatur has 
trebled its numbers in four years and is 
again overrun and must have more room. 
They now have 120 orphans and every day 
brings appeals for admission. To put this 
noble charity where it can do more good 
is the object of this ‘‘Work Day.”’ There 
are needed several cottages in which some 
noble matron mother can get close to 
some twelve or fifteen children who ought 
to be under her care. God has made the 
family our model and this home wants to 
carry out the family life in small cottages 
as far as possible. 

Memorials of friends, living or dead, will 
be more powerful for good, more honor 
to the living and dead, when put into these 
cottages of some $1,500 to $2,000 cost, than 
in almost any other way in the world. 
There ought to be a dozen or more there 
now. Who will give them in part or 
whole? 

Another great need is a workshop, in 
which to train the hand to work and train 
the character to independence by enabling 
the orphans to largely support themselves. 
This simple workshop will be of great im- 
portance. The orphans, by farm, cows 
and various works, contribute so much to 
their support that the percentage of ex- 
pense is less than in any home for whites 
in the southeast. Independence of charac- 
ter_jis priceless, 

To accomplish these results for homing 
more orphans, training them to work and 
their necessary expenses is the noble ob- 
ject of the ‘“‘Work Day.” 

Why, everybody could give one day’s 
work (the estimate of it if you don’t know 
its actual value) to the fatherless. This 
cause touches every heart, and it needs 
but to be suggested. Every business man 
or woman can make that Saturday rich 
with joy to themselves and to the orphans 
and to God by their consecrated work. 
What a beautiful sight as probably 100,000 
cotton pickers join to make the orphans 
warm. Owners will usually give the cotton 
you can pick for this cause, but at any 
rate, the money you earn will be a great 
sum. Children in towns and cities and

This was the second time the church had been condemned, and it was a settled fact with the congre- 
gation and the pastor that the church would have to be rebuilt. The negroes commenced with much energy to raise the 


amount necessary to make the changes. 
They asked subscriptions from members of the congregation and raised about $1,000 at one service. 


The influential ne- 


groes of the church called upon prominent persons in Atlanta and were aided in this way. Circulars were sent to north- 
ern philanthropists, and a good sum was thus obtained. Nearly enough has been expended to rebuild the church, but 


$1,300 is needed for the work. 


This amount will be raised at theSunday meetings. 


The negroes have subscribed liberally, 


and although they were 


much discouraged by the outlook a short time ago, they now feel that the building will in a short time be ready again for 
occupancy, and they can hold the usual services as heretofore. 
While the church was undergoing repairs the services of the congregation were held in an adjoining building, which 


was the old church before Big Bethel Was 


built.

BOUNDARY LINE THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE 
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What Each Country Slaims—The Ciile- 
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Them with Pen and Camera. 
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Santiago, Chile, August 18.—There is great 
Sanger of a war breaking out between the 
Argentine Republic and Chile within the 
next three months. The masses of the 
Chileans want it, and popular meetings 
are held all over the country demanding 
it. Not long ago the secretary of war re- 
signed from the cabinet, telling the presi- 
Aent that he accepted the place because 
he supposed that Chile was going to fight 
the Argentine, 4nd that if there was to be 
no war he preferred to resign. The presi- 
dent and his administration would like 
to avoid a conflict if possible, but the 
feeling of the people is such that the least 
overt act 6n the part of the Argentines 
would inflame them beyond control. The 
government appreciates this, and it has 
for months béen making military and na- 
val preparations. The national guard has 
been called out, and at this writing 30,000 
men are under arms and soldiers are he- 
ing rigidly drilled in every part of Chile. 
I gaw them first in the northern prov- 
inces. At Valparaiso I found the Alameda 
filled with young men going through the 
military evolutions of the German army 
many hours a day, and the drills of the 
artillery, cavalry and@ infdntry are to be 
seen daily in the parks of Santiago, In the 
meantime every one is talking war. You 
hear it in the clubs and on the streets. 
Congress sits in secret sessions on the sub- 
ject, and ac a convention heid a few weeks 
ago resolutions asking the administration 
to declare war were adopted and sent to 
the president. At the same time the people 
of the Argentine are also much excited 
over the situation and the newspapers of 
both countries are filled with war edito- 
rials. 

Question of a National Boundary Line. 

The trouble between the two countries 
is as to just where the boundary between 
Chile and the Argentine Republic lies. This 
has been the subject of diplomatic discus- 
sion for years, and it has again and again 
threatened to cause war. In 1876 the rela- 
tions of the two countries were so strained 
over this matter that an armed conflict 
seemed imminent, and it was only avoided 
by the governments negotiating for a joint 
commission of experts to mark out the 
boundary line. The presen f excitement is 
the result. of the conflicting interpretation 
of the treaties which were made through 

these negotiations. The first attempt to 
settle the matter failed. Another trial was 
made in 1878, but it was not until 1581 that 
a treaty was etered into, and this was 
largely the result of the friendly offices of 
“Thomas O. Osborn, then our minister to 
Argentine, and his cousin, Thomas A. Os- 
born, who was then United States minister 
to Chile. This treaty stated that -the 
boundary from Peru as far south as the 
fifty-second degree of latitude, which is 
about the eastern entrance to the Strait of 
Magellan, should be the cordillera of the 
Andes. The treaty stated that the frontier 
line showld run along. the highest summits 
of the mountains that divide the waters 
and should pass between the sources of the 
streams which lie on one side or the other. 
the Argentine getting all on the side of 
those flowing irito the Atlantic and Chile 
taking all on the Pacific side. In cases 
where the boundary line was not clear it 
was to be settled by two experts, one 
. @hosen by each country, and if they were 

“mot able to come to a decision a third 
agent chosen by both governments was to 
decide the matter. It was also provided 
-that Chile should have no port on the At- 
lantic and the Argentine none on the Pa- 
“cific. The line so fixed was to remain for 
all time. and if other matters of dispute 
arose they were to be submitted by the 
two governments to some friendly power 
for arbitration. 

This was a beautiful treaty, full of com- 
mon sense and brotherly love. but when 
the experts began to work on the boundary 
the temper of the people chenged and all 
sorts of dismutes arose. Tn 1895, in advance 
of ‘hie report to the government. the Chi‘l- 
ean expert published his statement of the 
situafion. 

This was attacked at ance hy the Argen- 
tine press, and the relations of the two 
eountries arain became strained. Then a 
ttle later on the Argentine exnert rushed 
into rrint in a bonk on the snhiect, which 
was bitterlv attacked bv the Chilean nress 
and which is the cause of the war talk of 
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Chileans will have the advantage of a 
thorough knowledge of the waters. Their 
navy has sailed about there for years, and 
within the last two years careful surveys 
have been made of the seas about the Horn 
by the Chilean nava! officers. Chile will 
there have the advantage of her town of 
Punta Arenas as a coaling and supply sta- 
tion. The idea expresse@ by some influen- 
tial people here, however, is that it will be 
much better for the Chilean fleet to go at 
once to the River Pla*ta and to center its 
forces on the taking of Buenos Ayres, This 
they believe would mean the end of the 
war, as Buenos Ayres is as much the Ar- 
gentine as Paris is Franere. 

What Adjoining Nations Would Do. 
If this war occurs it will hardly be con- 
fined to Chile and the Argentine. All of 
the adjoining countries will] probably be 
forced to take part. Peru hates Chile with 
good reason, for Chile has taken the best 
of her money producing territory and has 
made her bankrupt. She has looted her 
pubsic buildings and has butchered her 
people by the tens of thousands. The Chil- 
eans scrapped the Peruvian territory as with 
a fine tooth comb for things valuable. They 

wiped out villages and demolished cities, “ 
They destroyed plantatwns and burned fac- 
tories, They sacked Lima and brought 
away everything of value. The books in 
the pubfic libraries, the art tn the mu- 
seums and even the animals in tie zcolog- 
ical gardens were carried to Sartiavo. At 
the end of the struggle Chile demanded the 
nitrate fields as one of the prices of peace 
and she is now Setting a great part of her 
revenves from the export duties which she 
collects from what was once Peruvian ter- 
ritory. Bolivia would join Peru and the Sioa the cannce’ 
th pcs for much the same reasons, and BH a Acts bevills. ; 4 er watch was 
also because the Bolivians thing, as do also , a Prated.out over the.

The Ar- 
gentines on the other hand fear that Bra- 
zil will unite with Chile. The Brazilians 
and the Argentines are old-time enemies, 
and the Argentines despise and hate the 
Brazilians. 

They fear that in case of war the Bra- 
zilians will demand back some of the terr'- 
tory which President Cleve'and as arb'tra- 
tor awarded them in a dispute during his 
administration and that in ease of a union 
with Chile and their own defeat that the 
Argentine would be carved up to suit the 
two. One thing that is holding Chile back 
from declaring war ts the large amount of 
property in the Argentine belonging to for- 
eigners. The best things of the Argentines 
are either mortgage@ to or have been 
bought by Europeans, and Chile does not 
see where she could get enough str in 
the country to pay the expenses of the war. 
Said one of the most influential of the 
Chileans, a man who is very cluse to the 
president, to me last night: “If the Argen- 
tine had any available assets we would 
make war at once. If there was anything 
there that wou'd pay the expensen of our

The War Will Be a Bloody One. 

If the war occurs it will be one of the 
bloodiest of history. It will be fouéht 
with the latest improvements in arms and 
with all the savagery of the middle ages. 
In the war with Peru there was not much 
need of hospitals. The Chileans stabbed 
the wounded.to death with their lances or 
cut their throats as they lay on the field. 
I have told you how I saw the president's 
guard lancing wounded dummies in the re- 
view. I imagine that the Argentines 
would not be much better in this respect,, 
and it wil} be a war to the death. It is 
hard for one who has not seen the Chilean 
peon to understand him. He is as tough 
as a knot, and he can endure all sorts of 
hardships. He can sleep on the ground 
for weeks at a stretch, and can live for 
months on rations of a handful or so of 
toasted flour for his meals. He comes of 
the best Castilian blood crossed with that 
of the bravest Indians of this continent, 
and he will stick to his commander unt]! 
he falls. He seems to care nothing for 
life and little for pain, and will do the 
most foolish things rather than be thought 
a coward. One day last week two peons 
were drinking together with a crowd of 
their fellows, when one said to the other 
that he thought him a coward. “You do?’ 
was the reply. “Well, I will show you 
that I am not. Would a coward do this?” 
And thereupon he pulled out his knife and 
plunged it into his bowels again and again. 
“I will show you that I also am not a 
coward,’ rejoined the other, and he began 
to stab himself The two men would have 
soon committed suicide had not a young 
priest rushed in and torn the knives from 
their hands and called in the police to take 
them to the hospital. The above story was 
told me by a@ man who saw the whole af- 
fair, and he said that no one else but a 
priest could have stopped the cutting. 

The Navies of the Two Countries.

100 tons each. They have twenty-five 
steamers and they have an English steam- 
ship line, the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company, which they subsidize. If there 
is a war there may be a naval engagement 
near the strait of Magellan, but here the

A Nailless Horseshoe. 


From Chambers’ Journal. 

One of the most recent novelties, which 
will. we think, be welcomed as a bocn to 
horse-keepérs ag well as the animals under 
thei charge, is a shoe patented by Mr. HK 
McDougall, of Wellington stfeet, Glasgow, 
which can be affixed to the hoof withour 
nails. The new shoe takes the familiar 
form, but has two projections, one on eacp 
side at the back, which engage rings at the 
ends of a band which passes over the front 
of the hoof, and is fastened in the middle 
by a screw attachment to the center of 
tbe shoe. The entire arrangement is s:mpile 
and the innovation means that when a 
horse casts a shoe it will not be necessary 
any longer to seek the aid of a farrier, for 
the new shoe can easily be fitted in a few 
minutes by an inexperienced hand. In a 
recent trial of the nailless horseshoes the 
new invention was put to a severe test~ 
the horse on which the shoes were fitted 
being’ attached to a heavy laden van and

John W. Jordan, Sr., is a man to whose 
attached. 
was born February 14, 1803, in Ogle- 
Georgia, near “Lexington.

His father was Thomas Jordan, a preacher, 


and his mother was Precilla “Applewhite, 
both were from Virginia. He had- four 
brothers and seven sisters, all of whom 
lived to be grown and married. His father 


died at the age of eighty-three and his 
mother at the age of eighty. Both are bur- 
ried in Madison county at what was then 
known as Fort Lama. He was a tailor by 
trade, opening his first shop at the age of 
seventeen in Washington, Ga., afterwards 
in Lexington, then Carnesville, and lastly 
in Crawfordville. In 1819 he joined the 
Methodist church at Kendrick’s camp 
ground, in Wilkes county. On the 10th of 
December, 1826, at Crawfordville, he was 
married to Miss Mahala Mercer, daughter 
of Herman Mercer. On December 25, 1837, 
he moved to Lee county, Georgia, and be- 
gan farming. In 1843 ihe lost his wife and 
several years afterwards -married Mrs. 
Sarah Beveridge, of Albany, Ga., who died 
in 1882. By his first marriage there were 
four sons and three daughters, only two 
are living, J. H., of Louisiana, and J. W. 
Jr., of. Atlanta. Of the second marriage 
there were two children, J. R. and R. J., 
both of Atlanta. He was a resident of Lee 
county for forty-six years and now resides 
with J. W. Jr. The photograph from which 
the above cut was made was taken last 
spring. His eyesight and locomot:on are 
failing, but his appetite nas never let up 
and his mind is as bright as a new dollar. 
It is interesting to hear him tell of inci- 
dents that happened seventy-odd and 
eighty-odd years ago, giving names and 
all minute details. He is a prohibition- 
ist first, last and all the time, dashed 
with a good supply of populist faith.
